The War Department of the United 


States is proud of its enlisted men who 
serve through 30 years with an honora- 
ble record. It retires them on three- 
fourths pay and with a certificate show- 
ing what their service has been.

Kelly retires with these distinctions and 
with the added glory of having been 
complimented for his bravery in the 
field more than once and having been 
) nded for a medal of honor for 
= de@as in battle against the Indians. 
The veteran Sergeant is the type. of 
that good soldier who can fight better 
than he can tell about his fights. All 
the officers who know Kelly join in his 
pratres. But Sergt. Kelly himself, when 
asked by the Post-Dispatch to tell about 
his battles, blushed and stammered that 
he had never done anything worth talk- 
ing ricut.

“When Kelly joined the army he was 
assigned to the Third United States In- 
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But our commanding officer, Capt. 
Hennissee, was too wise for Big Foot. 
He had already burned a plat about 
three miles square where we had 
pitched our camp, and the flames didn’t 
reach us. But, my, it was hot in there 
while that fire burned. The trees were 
cedar, and they cracked when the 
flames struck them with a noise like re- 
volver shots. : 

“That was the closest call I had 
Big Foot’s band of Indians. The de-* 
tachment I was with had orders not to 
fire on the Indians except as a last re- 
sort. Big Foot found that out and as a 
result was very brave in his attempts 
to annoy us. He brought his paintea 
tribe in one night with their tom-toms 
and held a war dance right in our camp. 
But, under the orders, the commanding 
officer let them alone, and he rode 
away, daring the soldiers to come out! 
and get him. 

“He got too gay one day, and his 
bluff was called. One troop of cavalry 
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was out scouting by itself, and Big 


Foot and his entire tribe met it. Big 
Foot detailed two braves to seize the 
horse of each cavalryman and turm it 
back towards the camp. ‘They wens 
back in view of their orders not t “re 
until necessary. 

“When Capt. Hennissee 
was red hot. ‘Go back,’ said, ‘and 
stay there.’ The lieutenan. in command 
ordered his troopers to draw their pis- 
tols. Then they rode back. Big Foot 
saw they meant business and quit his 
bluffing.’’ 


Indian Got His “Scalp.” 
Indan campaign in the North- 


west, in which Sergt. Kelly did not get 
a better taste of active service than he 
has described, resulted in his losing his 
job, the only time in his military career. 
The War Department decided to abolish 
two companies of each infantry regi- 
ment and recruit two Indian companies, 
instead. Kelly’s company, “I,” was 
abolished and a redskin outfit recruited 
in its place. A brave named Hairy Coat 
became first sergeant instead of Thomas 
Kelly. 

But Kelly was not out long. The offi- 
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cers of the Third would not lose him, 
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and he soon reappeared on the roster as| 
first sergeant of “E’’ company. In this 
company and in this capacity he had 
experience enough to fill fat a book. 

After a humdrum barracks life of ten 
years or more,Kelly’s company and regi- 
ment were ordered to Cuba with Shaf- 
ter’s command. It was in the battle 
of El Caney, July 1, 1898, and in the 
campaign against Santiago, July §% to 
11, 1898; it was in Gen. Bates’ “flying 
column” inthe battle of San Juan Hil¢; 
Second Lieutenant Paul] Giddings was in 
command of the company there and 
First Sergeant Kelly was next in com- 
mand; the company had most of its ex- 
periences in the trenches. 

Sergt. Kelly tells a story of how a 
coffee pot served as a flag of truce 
while his company was encamped with- 
in 300 yards of the Spanish lines. 

‘We had strict orders not to stick our 
heads above the trenches,’’ he says, ex- 
cept when firing. 1 did not know it, but 
I guess now the Spaniards had the same 
orders. We had had a heavy rain, the 
water in the trenches up to our waists 
and we had been in it for %M%hours, 
There was no sleep for us and, appar- 
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meal that makes without a fire. We 
couldn’t build a fire anywhere, except 
on top of the trenches. The orders were 
positive not to even put our heads up. 
But one morning one of the men—I 
won't tell his name—said he was going 
on top of the trenches to make a fire. 
I warned him not to, but he said he’d 
just as soon be shot as starve to death. 
So he climbed on top, took a few sticks 
and put a coffee pot on top of them and 
what do you suppose happened? 

“As soon as the smoke went up, up 
pops a Spanish soldier’s head and, in- 





ently no eating.

“Most of our boys who were affected 
by the trenches and the heat, suffered 
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Bear Island, the home of the hostile In- 
dians and their Chief ‘Bugley Giesick. 
I won't be responsible for the spelling, 
but it sounds like it was spelled that 
way 

“We made a landing there all right 
and scouted about the island. re 
found the Indian Chief's house with 
a clearing around it, and the officers 
decided to camp there. Some of the 
men had seen a few Indians, and it 
was decided to throw out outposts. 

“IT had just received the order and 
had the men lined up in double rank, 
company front, when from the edge 
of the timber, 300 vears away, the In- 
dians commenced firing on us. They 
fired from all sides. The Captain and 
the General were down at the beach, 
some distance away, looking after 
supplies, and the Lieutenant was also 
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Shot tn Wrist, Not Heart. 


For his bravery in this action First 
Sergeant Kelly was recotamsendan for a 
medal of honor. ‘The recommendation 
signed by Gen. Bacon is’ one of the 
treasures Kelly carries into retirement 
with him, because for some unexplained 
the recommendation was never 
carried out. 

Following this northern service, the 
Third Infantry was shipped to the Phil- 
inpines. There the now retiring ser. 
geant saw more fighting. His papers 
show he was in the battle of Caloocan 
with his company March 25 and 26, 
1899. and at the Malolos engagement 
from March 27 to March 31, 1899. Asked 
if he was shot in anv of these affairs. 
the veteran sergeant smiled: 

“No, but O’Mally was. That’s what 
pretty near anybody in the regiment 
will tell you. We had a soldier named 
O’Mally. who was always spoiling for 4 
fight. He wanted to-get-in 
get a shot at the enemy. what 
he was looking for on the march to 
Caloocan. Qur regiment was put on the 
firing line. We had just crossed the 
trenches and O’Mally remarked that he 
was just spoiling for a fight. 

“Suddenly he yelled. ‘I'm killed, 
killed, I know I'm: dying.’ 

“Lieut. Giddings looked at him and 
said, ‘No, you're not killed, you're only 
shot through the wrist.’ 

“Some blood had spurted on his breast 
and O'Mally declared he was shot 
through the body, too. But he wasn't, 
He was taken to the hospital and re- 
covered, but he partly lost the use of his 
arm.”’

Sergt. Kelly says at another time fn 
that campaign a detachment of his reg- 
iment walked into the arms of Gen.

After this campaign First Sergeant 
Kelly was made commissary sergeant of 
his regiment and a few years later was 
transferred to the non-commissioned 
staff as an ordnance sefgeant.

He e an- 
other trip to Manila and after a twar~ 
year term of service returned to the 
United States 'n March, 1906, and was 
assigned to Jefferson Barracks. There 
he has lived with his wife in a cozy lit- 
tle house on the street back of the bar- 
racks buildings, on the south side of the 
reservation.

How the Row Started. 

After repeated appeals to the House 
Committee on Labor to act on the 
measures dear to the heart of union la- 
bor the federation presented to the 
President, to Senator Frye, president 
pro tempore of the Senate, and to 
Speaker Cannon its ‘‘bill of grievances.” 
In this the House Committee was al- 
leged to be “packed” against the inter- 
ests of labor, and notice was given that 
unless favorable action was taken or- 
ganized labor would march to the polls 
next November and vote against every 
candidate for Congress who did not 
pledge his support to the desired meas- 
ures, . 

President Roosevelt was inclined to be 
critical of the sweeping demands of the 
federation. He was said to have read 
the representatives of that body some- 
thing of a lecture. But the next day 
his attitude changed, and since then he 
has taken steps, quite approved by the 
federation, vigorously to enforce the ex- 
isting eight-hour law. 

Speaker Cannon replied to the com- 
plaints with some asperity, and the la- 
bor leaders now gay he had “better 
watch out” in his home district. 

That is how the fight began. Those 
bills are the issues upon which the 
trades unionists will make their fight 

The strategy of the strike is the policy 
of their campaign. It hag been already 
brought into play. There is something 
strongly suggestive of the boycott in 
the methods of this labor fight.. First 
of all—before Congress adjourned—there 
was circulated in the Capitol an “un- 
friendly list.”

Against Mr. Littlefield of Maine the 
federation has directed its utmost en- 
ergies and it hopes to encompass his 
defeat. Mr. Littlefield has been out- 
spoken in his opposition to the demands 
of organized labor for the eight-hour 
bill and for an anti-injunction bill which 
will protect unionists in strikes from in- 
terference by injunction.

“First in Everything.” 
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HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK 








The most notable event in Republican politics dur. 
ing the week or the year up to date, was the tri- 
umph of the tariff reform and anti-monopoly element 
of the Republican party in Iowa, At the Des Moines 


convention on Aug. 1 the “stand-patters,” represent- 
ing the policies of Secretary Leslie M. Shaw and 
the recent Oyster Bay conference, were easily rout- 

ed by the Cummins following. The convention hissed 
the mention of Secretary Shaw’s name. Declaring 
for protection in a preamble, it adopted a tariff 
plank against contro] of the American market by 
either foreign manufacturers or domestic monopolies. 
It further demanded the reciprocity of trade in the 
interest of which as “opposed to the McKinley and 
Dingley idea the late James G. Blaine once “smashed” 
the crown of his own silk hat with his fist in em- 
phasizing his dissent from what: afterwards became 
the policy of his party. For the present campaign, 
the Iowa declaration will mean that the Republican 
party in that State will be held together under the 
leadership of Cummins. For the national campaign 
of 1908 it means the’ certainty that the Republican 
party must either realign itself or divide its house 
against itself with the “stand-patters” on the out- 
side. 


The Pan-American Congress, in session at Rio Ja- 


- neéiro during the week, was a remote result of James 


G. Blaine’s plans for cultivating such “reciprocal re- 
lations” with the South American states that their 
trade would come to the United States instead of 
Europe. ‘The Blaine policy of “reciprocity” was 
abandoned except for conversational purposes, but 
Pan-American congresses are still held under it, while 


- South American trade still goes mostly to England, 


France and other countries which believe that an 
increasing measure of freedom for trade is a good 


» thing in connection with an increasing measure of 


freedom for international talks. At the Rio Janeiro 


- convention Secretary Root talked quite eloquently 
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of an era of increasing self-government for the entire 
world. Nothing was said of what took place in 
Panama within comparatively recent memory or of 
what has been taking place under “colonial policies” 
within memory still more recent. 


_ A piece of “reprint” from a London paper, the 
Tribune, which has been circulated in the United 
States during the week, goes about as deep into 
twentieth century civilization as anything which has 
come from Europe, outside of Russia, It was a let- 
ter from the camp of Mansell’s column in the African 
Zulu country, telling how the country was being 
pacified under the colonial system of “extending the 
benefits of civilization.” After the natives had been

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LITERATURE POLITICS 
Just as Mr. Winston Churchill begins his attempt 
to reform New Hampshire by running for Governor 
on the Lincoln Republican platform of his own novel 
of “Coniston,” an attempt is made to introduce the 
general public to another literary person, so “spir- 
itually detached” that his name is of no conse- 
quence. He is described as “representing a nun-like 
delicacy and austerity,” which makes it impossible 
for the multitude to appreciate his work. So let him 
pass, in the hope that while his “broken music 
wanders in the night, faints and finds no delight,” his 
prayer will be so far answered that “white angels 
will take of it one piteous tone and mix it with their 
own.” 
It is as clear that the piteous tones of nun-like 
delicacy and austerity of this man are of no per- 
ceptible use on earth as it is that Mr. Chufchhill’s 
delicacy, when he develops delicacy at all, is not 
nun-like and that he is seldom or never austere. 
In spite of this, it is taken for granted in ad- 
vance that the only really practical result he wil] 
reach in running for Governor of New Hampshire is 
to “boom” his own novels. - 
This applies with equal force to Mr. Upton Sin- 
clair, who is reported to be running, or getting ready 
to run, for something or other somewhere. It really 
makes no difference where or what. His “Jungle” 
is so far from being delicate that it is advisable to 
begin to hold the nose after the first chapter or so. 
Austerity is so entirely foreign to it that those 
who take a sedative for the stomach at the twentieth 
chapter will commend themselves for their own pru- 
dent foresight before they reach the twenty-fourth. 
Still, Mr. Sinclair will not be elected to anything 
really worth while in this country, nor will Mr. 
Churchill, nor will Mr. David Graham Phillips nor any 
other purveyor of literature which is so far from aus- 
terity that the American novel-reading public ac- 
cepts and enjoys it as “hot stuff.” 
As a purveyor of hot stuff of the same kind if not 
of the same quality, Disraeli could break into Par- 
liament with his flowered waistcoat, his flashing 
watchchain, his heavily ringed fingers and his shin- 
ing locks, smelling of the barber shop. What is more, 
he could break his way up to the premiership of 
England and leave results behind him from which the 
world has not yet recovered. With stuff that was 
not so hot, and with fingers that were unringed, 
Macaulay and other English writers of fact or fic- 
tion, of prose or verse, have been able to do much the 
same thing. But it has not yet been done in Ameri- 
ca and it is not likely to be done soon. 
It is true, then, nevertheless, that men who know

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A WORD TO MR. BRYAN. 

If Mr. Bryan wishes to avoid even the suspicion 
that his effort to oust Roger Sullivan from the 
Democratic organization in Illinois was prompted 
by a desire to establish a personal bossism in the 
Democratic party the way lies open to him. He can 
demonstrate that he is acting from principle by ap- 
plying the rule which he defines in the Sullivan case 
to other men who have abused their power in the 
Democratic organization and who represent  ele- 
ments and influences not in harmony with Mr. Bry- 
an’s professions and avowed purposes.

Mr. Bryan ought to understand the meaning of 
this revolution in the Democratie party of Missouri. 
He ought to understand. the significance of the des- 
perate attempt of discredited leaders of the old de- 
feated organization to rehabilitate themselvesand 
regain party control by making it appear that they 
represent his cause and are the custodians of his 
political fortunes. He ought to know the danger. of 
permitting his candidacy and influence to be linked 
in the remotest way with a conspiracy to overthrow 
the reform forces and to deprive the people of Mis- 
souri of the fruits of their hard-earned victory over 
corrupt bossism. If he does not understand, if he 
does permit his name and influence to be used to 
check reform, to destroy the reform Democratic 
organization and to put in the saddle the leaders of 
the old corrupt machine he will commit a fatal 
mistake.

He will invite another Democratic 
disaster in Missouri. He must repudiate any alli- 
ance with the Missouri bosses.

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CONQUERING THE COLORADO. 


The first of the great American rivers to be com- 
pletely held in bondage by a dam will be the Colora- 
do. The Laguna dam,-12 miles above Yuma, Ariz.. 
will be completed by the Government in two years. 
It will be 4800 feet long, and will be secured at the 
ends in the mountains which compress the Colorado 
at that point into this narrow width. The dam will 
consist of three massive concrete parallel walls, the 
spaces filled with stones and the whole width of the 
dam on top 244 feet. This great barrier will weigh 
600,000 tons, and, although it will not rest upon rock, 
its weight will be such that not even the Colorado 
will be able to dislodge it. In low water the dam 
will back the river up and afford irrigation for 100,000 
acres of rich bottom land, and in flood time the Colo- 
rado will thunder over the top. 


SOME MILK REVELATIONS. | 


Milk, by common consent of the medical press !n 
Europe and America, is the article most commonly 
adulterated. Placing the annual milk bill of a great 
metropolis at $5,000,000—no excessive sum, according 
to the Medical Dictionary (1906)—fully $300,000 repre- 
sents the sum pald for water alone in the milk, to 
say nothing of preservatives. Water is tested for 
in milk by taking the specific gravity, which ought 
to be 1029 to 1082; if less, water has been added. The 
milk may also be allowed to stand in a narrow grad- 
uated tube until the cream rises. The cream must 
not be less than one-tenth of the voiume of the milk, 
Otherwise the milk has been skimmed. Various 
preservatives, as salicylic acid, boric acid, borax, etc., 
are added, especially in summer. Probably many 
deaths of children in summer are due to adulterants 
in milk, since they are all very irritating to the 
stomach. 


KANSAS AND PROHIBITION. 

Charles M. Sheldon has recently published a re- 
view of 2% years of prohibition in Kansas. Very 
briefly his points are as follows: 

In three-fourths of Kansas today the prohibitory 
law is as well enforced as other laws. 

Practically ali the 10,000 schoo) teachers in Kansas 
believe in the prohibitory law. 

The law has so put the stamp of the criminal on 
the brewer and liquor seller that he has no social 
standing whatever. 

The economic value of the law is beyond dispute. 
Kansas has the smallest number of paupers to popu- 
lation—1 to 1000—of any State, and the smallest num- 
ber of drunkards.

THE ANTI-CHILD LABOR FIGHT. 

The campaign against child labor is at last mak- 
ing itseJf felt among the cotton mills of South Caro- 
lina. More than two-thirds of the spindles of the State 
have agreed to reduce the working hours of employes 
from 66 to 64 hours a week, and to 62 hours in 1908, 
and 60 hours tn 1910—wages to remain as now, They 
also indorse the movement for a compulsory ¢du- 
cation law to apply to children under 12 years of age. 
Under this schedule it will take six years for South 
Carolina to reach the Massachusetts standard of 43 


hours a week. 
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OPENING UP THE WILD. 

The Canadian Government, says the Pilgrim, has 
opened a pack trail from Fort St. John to Teslin 
Lake, Yukon, a distance of about 10 miles. The 
trail was begun last fall and is to be completed this 
year. It is wide enough to be made into a wagon 
road later, boggy and soft places are to be bushed, 
streams spanned by bridges, and the trail clearly 
marked so that any traveler can follow it without a 
guide. In open country, large posts are placed at In- 
tervals of two miles, with the distance in miles from 
Fort St. John burned in. Rest houses, 10x12 feet. 
with mud roofs, are to be built every 30 miles, or at 
the most convenient places for camping, with wood 
and water near at hand. 


THE SIMPLON TUNNEL COMPLETED. 

For seven years work on what may well be con- 
sidered one of the greatest triumphs of modern en- 
gineering has been carried on unceasingly. The fa- 
mous Simplon Tunnel in Milan, Italy, is now an ac- 
complished fact. The work has cost over $15,500,000. 
One terminus of the tunnel fs at Brieg, in the Rhone 
Valley, and the other at Iselle, in Italy. It consists 
of two tunnels, only one of which will at present be 
used for trains, the second serving the purpose Of a 
ventilating shaft, through which 1800 cubic feet of air 
can be passed every second, bringing the temperature 


down to 77 degrees Fahrenheit.

A tripartite association of enemies watches her 
frontiers; and the three armies are maintained at 
an expense (if you add the fleets) of nearly four 
hundred million dollars a year. Not all this armed 
police exists for France; but were there no France— 
especially were there no French ideas, anti-monarch- 
ical, antil-aristocratic, ideas subversive of privilege 
and the feudalism of caste and money—it !s safe to 
say that the armies of the three powers would dwindle 
to just the force they need (and no more), for carry- 
ing on commercial raids in the yellow world and the 
black. As it is, Germany spends 54 per cent of her 
national wealth upon the army; the Austrian per- 
centage is 47; that of Italy Is 62.

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<5 of Athletics 


By J. B. Sheridan 


No less a person than President Roose- 
velt has found it imperative to protest 
against the misunderstanding Ameri- 
cans have of the purposes, aims and 
proper place of athletics. Indeed, com- 
plaint has been very general that Amer- 
icans who diligently practice athletics 
as little understand its true ,virtue or 
application as do those who fatuously 
Oppose them. In fine we must conclude 
that athletics as practiced in America, 
is-in a manner foreign to its original 
meaning. 

In America we are prone to regard 
pursuit of athletics as waste of time 
or neglect of a possible higher profes- 
sion for a lower one. That is to Say, 
well-to-do parents object to, thelr sons 
practicing athletics lest they should 
adopt it as a profession instead of law, 
medicine or commerce. Then it is too 
true that even young men who have no 
intention of doing so, do devote entirely 
too much time and attention to athletics 
impelled thereunto chiefly by a foolish 
desire for the wide and easy fame which 
comes to them through the liberal 
American press. This opposition among 
the well-to-do towards athletics reduces 
their unlimited practice largely to the 
sons of parents so situated that the pro- 
fession of athletics, baseball, pugilism, 
ete., offers much better opportunity for 
successful careers than the trades or 
occupations of their fathers. All this 
tends to keep the well-to-do boys out 
of professional athletics and confine it 
largely to the sons of the poor. 


athletics as a Profession. 


There cannot be any doubt of the 


entire wisdom of a poor young man in 
pursuing athletics as a profession if he 
so desires. It is to such that the pro- 
fession and practice of athletics belongs. 
it is his inalienable right to follow 
it. as a profession. With these this 
article has naught to do. 

‘What 1 wish to lay, set forth and de- 
cle is the position which the young 
collegian, business or professional man 
of some leisure should bear towards 
athletics and in what relation they 
should stand to him. To such men ath- 
letics bear a relation similar to 
miisic, singing and dancing. They are not 
occupations. They should not be regarded 
us professions, exhibits or assets, they 
snould be put down simply as accom- 
plishments and graces such as are fine 
manners, eloquence, felicity in talking 
to well-bred women, ability to lead @ 
evtillon or drive a coach, sail a yacht 
or play the piano. 

America is a new country. It has 
been newer. Hence the men who made 
it have had scant time in which to cul- 
tivate the graces and acquire accom- 
plishments as men have in the older 
countries of Europe. Those of us who 
ean boast aristocratic breeding have 
lpst through the attrition of anew coun- 

¢ the graces which distinguished our 
férbears. Making a new country gives 
us scant time tor the cultivation ot 
them. Others of us who come from 
peasant ancestry have never had the 
graces bred in us. 
them. 


Americans Lack the Graces. 


Benig men who have had the orig- 
inal leaning to the graces and those who 
heredity is not calculated to instill them 
in them, I fear Americans lack them 50 
greatly that they scarce Know them when 
they see them. ‘hat is why 1 fear they 
do net recognize what they should in 
this case, which is that athletics, as with 
fine language, elegant manners, impres- 
sive manner, graceful carriage, are part 
of the graces and education of the gen- 
tieman. 

The Greeks, originators of athletics, 
practiced the graces more than any 
ancient people. They called all other 
people “hoi barbarui”’ or barbarians, 
‘Grace of language, art, gesture, body 
and mind we take from the old Athe- 
nians. As these people made athietics 
a general and frequent practice, must 
we not conclude that instead of being 
a means of deciding individual or col- 
jective strength or supremacy athletics 
‘was originally regarded as essentiai to 
the education of tie gentleman of 
. Greece? 

"The Greeks laid great stress upon the 
grace and glory of the body, as well 
as that of the mentality. If reading, 
»is regarded solely as part of the cul- 
“sic and of art, of dancing and conver. 
sation, graced the mind of the man, 
nade him a presentable person and 
pleasant companion, must we not also 
conclude that athletics were practiced 
‘to grace and dignify and make pleasant 


We must acquire 





the body. rather than to afford means 
of satisfying the longing of men for 
personal combat and trials of individual 
or, collective superiority? We cannot 
arrive at any other conclusion, 


How Foreigners Regard Them. 


And it is as graces rather than as 
means of trial of strength or speed or 
physical resource or skill that well-bred 
Europeans—Irish, French, English, ete., 
regard athletics. 
tries, these, and they were as forward 
physically as America is now, in the 
days of Caesar. Hence they have long 


studied and practiced the graces in a 


degree that we have not yet reached in 
this new land. y 

In his letters to his natural, but be- 
loved son, Philip Stanhope, Lord Ches- 
terfield lays all possible stress upon the 
practice of dancing, riding, rowing, 
walking, cricketing and other athletic 
sports calculated to enhance the beauty 
and grace of the body. Indeed, the vo- 
lumnious letters of the sage father to 
the son are little else than repeated and 
reiterated injunctions to practice the 
graces—grace of walking, talking, riding, 
dancing and deportment. That so keen 
and successful a man of the world 
should lay such stress upon personal 
grace is proof positive of its value in 
business, society, politics and diplomacy. 
For young Philip Stanhope was never 
meant for anything but a calling which 
demanded the very highest personal ac- 
complishments, the British diplomatic 
service. 

Shakespeare says that they walk best 
who first have learned to dance. There- 
fore I take it that they look best who 
have practiced athletics. And in France 
and England and Ireland and other 
countries of Europe where the educa- 
tion of the gentleman is reduced to a 
finer point than it is with us, athletics 
are regarded solely as part of the cul- 
turement of the gentleman, things des- 
tined to lend him graces which will bé 
useful to him in social, business and 
professional, life. 


The Education of the ‘Gentleman. 


Just as it is part of the education of 
a gentleman that he shall dance well, 
play well, and, if most fortunate, sing 
well, so it is part of it that he shall 
ride well, row well, sail well, skate well, 
shoot well, swim well, and play at 
games in a graceful and finished, if not 
in an unconquerable manner. Indeed, 
when a gentleman becomes so expert in 
sport that he shall be unconquerable it 
seems that he ceases to be a gentleman 
and becomes what we know in America 
as a “shark,’’ that is, of professional 
caliber and professional leanings. There- 
fore, let us mark in pasSing that it is 
not advisable that we shall excel in 
athletic practices if he would maintain 
the title and standing of gentleman. 
Even in billiard halls of America there 
is a distinction drawn between the ama- 
teur who plays a gentleman’s game and 
a ‘“shark’s’’ or professional game. This 
means that when a business man plays 
exceedingly well he ceases to be an 
amateur and really becomes a profes- 
sional and the stigmatism is not an 
honorable one. 

In Europe, where the country and 
city life of the well-to-do classes are in- 
extricably woven and vehere house par- 
ties are frequent and men and women 
are thrown ppon their own resources 
for amusement, entertainment and the 
killing of time, it is essential that gen- 
tlemen be accomplished in the\arts of 
pleasant conversat.on, riding, driving, 
playing at indoor and outdoor games, 
shooting, tennis, swimming, etc. If 
they are not they become what we in 
America forcibly if not politely term 
obsters.”” That is, they are death’'s 
heads at the feasts, boors at the ban- 
quet and oafs at the dance. That they 
may avoid being any of these things, 
European gentlemen diligently practice 
to decently participate, rather than to 
excel, in athletics. They want to learn 
to do things in a graceful manner, not 
too wells for then they verge upon the 
professional, but as properly becomes a 
gentleman. : 


City and Country Life. 


As America becomes more settled, 
city and country is becoming, in- 
tertwined as it is in Burope. There- 
fore we are not only practicing the 
graces more and more, but it behooves 
us to do so. We are rapidly weaning 
ourselves away from the standards and 
of professionalism and practicing ath- 
letics in their true form, that of graces.

BETTING A FAILURE 


Running and Trotting Horse- 
men to SeeK Liberal Law 
in New Hampshire. 


That horse racing—both trotting and 
running—cannot thrive in New Hamp- 
shire without some form of betting is the 
conclusion that horsemen in the~-Gran- 
ite State have reached. As soon qs bet- 
ting stopped at Rockingham Park, after 
the first two days, the crowds did not 
patronize the track. Horse owners re- 
fused to ship their strings to Salem 
when they found they could not place 
money on their horses. This led to 
smaller fields day by day and public in- 
terest naturally slackened. 

The running game is not the only in- 
terest to feel the pressure of the anti- 
betting crusade. It has already been 
announced that the Dover mile trotting 
track will have no racing this season. 
In fact, the owners of the track have 
packed up their belongings and closed 
the gates for the season. There will be 
no racing at the Rochester fair, and 
there will be no betting at the Nashua 
fair in September. This state of affairs 
is likely to bring the trotting and run- 
ning interests together in an effort to 
soanate some form of favorable legisla- 
ion. 

[It is already reported that representa- 
tives of both interests will get together 
and frame @ bill in the interests of some 
form of betting to be presented at the 
next session of the New Hampshire Leg- 
islature. It is hoped to get through a 
mild bill ailowing betting prigeleges dur- 
ing a limiteq time at the various race- 
tracks. It is probable that a clause will 
be included similar to that in the New 
York laws which provides for a certain 
percentage of the gross receipts to go to 
the agricultural branch of the State gov- 
ernment. It is reported that the Sep- 
tember dates for the Salem track will 
not be taken and that racing in New 
Hampshire for the season ended with 
the closing of the meeting yesterday.

when we are making this country, ev- 
ery man had to have a business or pro- 
fession. The civic body had no time to 
generally practice athletics. Hence it 
hired professionals to exhibit it for its 
pleasure. 

Now that we are rapidly passing the 
formative and reaching the established 
Stage, We are coming to the practice 
of the art of pleasing women, which 
seems to be the beginning and end of 
the existence of all highly civilized men. 


Our Disadvantages. 

While we must admire the virility of 
American “men above the races of the 
earth, we must admit that by far the 
untold majority of us lack the graces. 


When it comes to excelling in pleasant 


insouciances of conversation with wom- 
in dancing and music, in singing 
and art, in reading and poetry, in cava- 
lier distinctions, we areinfinitely behind 
the French, who excel all other nations 
and far 
short of the standard set by English 
and Irish gentlemen, not to speak of 
Italians, Russians and Austrians. And 
while we may condole ourselves with 
the reflection that it is coronets and ti- 
tles that take American girls to for- 
eign lands and alien arms, I feel that 
our women have weighed us in the bal- 
ance and found us wanting, not in 
manliness or virility, but in the pos- 
session and practice of the graces. The 
average American gentleman can love 
deeper, work better and do better for a 
woman than the average European, but 
he cannot entertain her half so well. 
And women, you Know, are weak and 
to be caught by the eye or hooked 
through the ear like silly birds. 

I trust I have made myself plain. My 
idea of athletics is that they should be 
practiced in a correct stylish manner, 
not that we may acquire fame through 


public prints or money by them, but 


we. may deport ourselves grace- 
nobly and confidently in public 
and private life. If we grace the mind 
of the acquisition of knowledge, ac- 
quire the art of speaking interestingly, 
of singing, of dancing, that we may in- 
terest and entertain and play our parts 
in the society in which we move, why 
should we not grace our bodies and ap- 
pear well in hall, on river, tennis court, 
polo or baseball field’ and in the eyes 
ef the women whose fair favor, it 
seems, we hold above all other things?

‘condition weighs 150 pounds. 
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Midget New Yorker Considered Most Scientific Batter of the 
Present Day—Helped Make Baseball History for 
Famous Baltimore Orioles. 


Whenever William Keeler, the cham- 
Pion welter-weight batter of the world, 
B0es to the plate there is a buzz of ex- 
pectancy among the onlookers. They 
feel confident that something will hap- 
Pen to change the complexion of the 
game. If the score is close he ig apt to 
tie it. or else send in a run that will put 
his team in the lead. Keeler walks to 
the rubber and points hig toes at the 
home plate. Being a left-handed hitter, 
he faces third base, but when he gets 
ready for the ball he puts his head on 
One side and gazes intently at the pitch- 
er. Close to his left shoulder and held 
almost in a vertical position is a bat 
about four sizes larger than a police- 
man’s night stick. This Keeler grasps 
about six inches from the handle, and 
the spectators also have the apprehen- 
Sion that he may smash his fingers 
When he strikes at the ball. 

But so keen is Keeler’s vision and so 
accurate his aim that he never meets 
the ball with the handle of the bat. 
Nine times out of 10 he hits the ball 
with the thick end of the club, and 
about eight inches from the end. His 
judgment as to how far in a ball will 
curve or how far out it will shoot, pro- 
vided a right-handed pitcher is on the 
Slab, is so excellent: that he seldom 
makes a mistake. It the pitcher be a 
southpaw it is all the same to Keeler, 
and he meets the ball withythe same 
precision and accuracy. There is some- 
thing singular about the way he hits 
the sphere. His methods are altogether 
different from those of the so-called 
sluggers who swing at the ball so hard 
they spin about like a top if they happen 
to miss it, which is of frequent occur- 
rence. [It stands to reason that the man 
who swings at a ball with all his force 
will lose in accuracy of aim, and Keeler’s 
Object is to meet the ball squarely and 
drive it out of the reach of the fielders. 

TX. has been so eminently successful 
in ,.acing the ball in territory where no 
fielder was stationed that his scientific 
methods should certainly commend 
themselves to the attention of other as- 
piring batsmen. 

It is useless for the fielders to attempt 
to place themselves for him when he 
goes to the plate. Other batters have 
peculiarities of style and favored ways 
of landing on the ball, by studying 
which the fielders can place themselves 
in a manner to intercept or catch many 
of the drives, but in the case of Keeler 
it is impossible to do so with any Star- 
tling amount of success. He is the 
freest batter in the game today, and 
doubtless has-more success in driving 
the ball to the spot he desires than any 
other man in the business. 

When he was asked once to what he 
attributed his great success as a bats- 
man Keeler smiled and replied: 

“T hit ’em where they ain't.” 

This remark was afterward attributed 
to Lajoie, but it originated with Keeler, 
and is more applicable to Keeler’s bat- 
ting methods than any of his rivals for 
the sticking honors. 

The manner in which Keeler strikes at 
a ball is decidedly interesting, though not 
spectacular. When he feels that the 
ball is a suitable one he reaches out 
and makes a snappy jab at the sphere 
like a man flicking a fly off a horse 
with a whip. 

Usually the ball shoots on a line past 
or over the infield and plows up the 
ground before the outfielders can get 
at it. 

A majority of his hits in recent sea- 
sons have been of that sort, though oc- 
casionally he will bump the ball with 
sufficient force to kite it past the out- 
fielders for an extra base. With his 
wonderful speed in getting down to 
first, the fielders must indeed be alert 
if they would prevent him from getting 
to second on a hit which to the ordinary 
baserunner would ‘yield only a base. 

Keeler is a small man compared vith 
the average run of ballplayers. He is 
only 5 feet 7 inches tall and in playing 
’ But he is 
a splendid specifnen of athletic excel- 
lence. He is very compactly formed, 
and his muscles, while not hard, ,are 
very sefviceable. He is built for speed, 
and had he ever devoted himself to 
the cinder path he would doubtless 
have been a Duffey in record,breaking 
performances. 

Unquestionably much of Keeler’s suc- 
ess in batting is due to his wonderful 
eve. which now is as good as it was 
when he first began his career. He can 
meet a speedy ball on a dark day with- 
out the slightest trouble, while other 
players are hunting about in a vain ef- 
fort to locate it, and his quickness in 
starting for a ball hit to him in right 
field shows how well his eyes serve him. 

In commenting on his stick work, 
Clark Griffith, who is one of the headi- 
est pitchers in the game,- once said, 
pointing to Keeler, who was at the 

jiate: 

PThere stands-the most scientific bat- 
ter in the world.” 

Not only is Keeler pre-eminent as a 
hitter, but he has no superior as a right 
fielder and on the bases is as speedy as 
a streak of light. He is noted for phe- 
nomenal catches in the outfield, but he 
has so intimate a knowledge of the pe- 
culiarities and tactics of opposing 
batsmen _-_ that he is usually in 
the right spot and makes easy 
work of the majority of his 
chances. He is equally at home running 
out or coming in for a ball, and he will 
jump for a high liner that he runs with, 
or pick up a low shoot off the grass as 
he gallops in to meet it. 

In referring to his work in the field, 
Teq Sullivan, a good judge of ballplay- 
ers, has this to say: 

“T will savy for the present-day boys on 
the ball field that Keeler stands alone in 
all periods of the game as the king of 
right fielders, take them all in all.” 

In the matter of base running Keeler 
has been somewhat handicapped in re- 
cent years, owing to injuries to his an- 
kles, but he says that he has now fully 
recovered from all these hurts and will 
be ableeto do himself justice in the fu- 
ture. 

Regarded from all points of view, bat- 
ting, fielding and base running, it is 
doubtful if there is in baseball a more 
valuable man to a team than William 
Keeler. 

Edward Hanlon, who was first to 
perceive the value of Keeler, indorses 
this estimate of the player in the fol- 
lowing: 

“When you ponder and think of the 
failures of the INHputian class of 

layers who came into the major 
eagues and drifted back to the mi- 
nors, you wonder at the career of that 
midget phenom, Billy Keeler, who fs 
such a brilliant exception to the rule. 
Keeler is the littlest big man, so to 
speak, that ever played ball for me. 
My experience with men of Keeler’s 
frail physique taught me that they 
were absolutely too small to stand 
the strain of major league ball. Cast 
your eye over the players in big 
leagues and you will find them as a 
rule well built athletes, welghing at 
least 150 pounds, 5 feet 7 or 8 inches 
at the shortest, save in such rare ex- 
ceptions as Keeler. 

“It takes this stocky mold of ath- 
letes to stand the strain of every-day 
ball in the large cities. The little 
fellows can get on in a minor league, 
but the mental as well as the physical 
exertion is greater in the major 
leagues, as any of the players will 
tell you. I have played with the lit- 
tle ¢haps and have had them on my 
teams, and while some of them 
showed great promise, I noticed that 
they couldn't play steadily every day. 
They. were in-and-outers, though If 
they were called on to perform no 
oftener than three times a week they 
would proba@ly be as valuable as the 
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fellows of more weight and sturdier 
stuff. 

“But Keeler, slight, almost fragile 
of frame, has run away from the ma- 
jority of the athletes in the major 
leagues as a fielder, and is in the first 
flight as a hitter. He’s what you 
might call a ball playing genius. His 
neighbors ir Brooklyn tell me that he 
Was never without a bat and ball 
When he was a lad. He was stuck on 
the game, and you know a man must 
be pretty near a crank on any subject 
to win out at it. That was the way 
With Keeler.” 

Owing to the-small bat Keeler uses, it 
has been jocularly asserted that he rents 
the stick during the winter months to 
a& reStaurant' keeper, who uses it 
as a potato masher. However that 
may be, it cannot be denied that Keeler 
has made some remarkable drives with 
that little stick. Some years ago, when 
he was a member of the Baltimore team 
Brouthers also was there, and the 
Wappinger Falls giant was still able to 
hit with the vigor that characterized 
him when he wads a member of the fa- 
mous Big four of Detroit. Harry Von 
der Horst, who in those days was une of 
the most advanced enthusiasts on base- 
ball in the country, offered a cash prize 
to any member of the Orioles who would 
drive a ball over the deep right field 
“— “4 Baltimore. 

srouthers started out to win the prize, 
arid he did so with a smash tmat’ eect 
the sphere high over the fence, well in 
fair ground. Von der Horst was delight- 
ed, and he got the ball, had it giided, 
properly inscribed, and put it in his 
parior as an ornament. 

Some time later Keeler hit a ball on 
the nose one day and sent it whizzing 
Over the same fence, but much further 
into fair ground than Brouthers, it con- 
Sequently being a much longer hit. "But 
there was no prize offered on. that oc- 
casion. The ball Keeler hit never was 
found, and so could not be gilded and 
hung up in a parlor. 

Keeler also made a marvelous catch in 
right field at Baltimore. He was pilay- 
ing a deep field for a heavy sticker, but 
the man at the bat landed the pall on a 
line for the fence, and Keeler saw that 
the sphere was going over his head and 
might clear the fence. Turning he ran 
with all speed to the fence, and just 
faced about as the ball neared the 
boards. Had it hit the fence it wouid 
have struck about six inches from the 
top. But it never reached the lumber, 
for Keeler, with his back to the fence. 
made a leap in the air, stuck up his left 
hand and got the ball. That catch 
Saved the game. 

Keeler igs a native of Brooklyn, he 
having been born in 376 Pulaski street, 
where he still lives. He attended Pub- 
lic School No, 26, where he got the rudi- 
ments of an education. Early in life he 
became interested in baseball, 
was a& popular pastime in the City of 
Churches, and he soon became a very 
expert performer. 

At the age of 16 he became a semi- 
professional, joining the Acmes of New 
York, a team that had as opponents the 
Allertons and Flushings. Most of their 
sames were played on Sundays. He 
continued as a semi-professional till 
1890, when he was signed by the Cres- 
cents of Plainfield, N. J., playing there 
till the close of 1891. 

His next engagement was with the 
Binghamtons, and in the fall of 1892 he 
was engaged by the New York Nationals 
for third base, which, with his left- 
handed throwing, was a difficult position 
for him. 

In the spring of 1893 he started to play 
center field for the Giants, but met with 
an accident that sent him to the hospi- 
tal. He slid to second and the baseman 
had to jump for the throw, whicu was 
high. When he came down he landed 
with his spikés on Keeler’s ankle, cut- 
ting him severely. Keeler was laid up 
for seven weeks, and on recovering he 
was released to Brooklyn, finishing the 
Season of 1893 with that club. 


It was at that time Hanlon had taken 
hold of the Baltimore team, and he was 
casting about for men to strengthen it. 
He had seen the promisé of young Keeler 
and he made a proposition to Charley 
Byrne, then the guiding spirit of the 
Bridegrooms, to give Tredway and Shin- 
dle for Keeler and Brouthers. Tredway 
at thatytime was fielding brilliantly, hit- 
ting well and running the bases fast, 
but he was too erratic to sult Hanlon. 

Byrne, with Tredway in mind, jumped 
at the proposition, and the trade was 
made. Hanlon at once placed Keeler in 
right fleld, where he made an instan- 
taneous success. He also jumped to the 
front as a heavy and consistent batter. 

Keeler, remained with Baltimore for 
five years, being a strong factor in the 
winning of the pennants for the Monu- 
mental City in 1894, 1895 and 1896. 

When Hanlon brought his Orioles to 
Brooklyn, at the beginning of 1899, Keel- 
er was one of the noted players that came 





with him and hel to the pen- 
nants of 1899 ana’ 1900 for the City of 
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FAR, FAR AWAY 


Great Fighter Refuses to Re- 
tire Except at Call of 
Morpheus.

For a 
long time he was around with his hand 
hanging useless at his side, and no one 
suspected that he would ever be able to 
fight again. 

Jack Dougherty evidently came to the 
conclusion that Walcott, minus his fa- 
mous sleep-producing blow, would be a 
good man to make a reputation on, but 
he found out, much to his chagrin, that 
the “Giant Killer’ is still there with 
the goods. Walcott has been a profes- 
sional boxer for 16 years. How long he 
will be able to continue in the ring is 
a matter of conjecture. 

“The only way to kill him off is to 
hit him with an ax,”’ says the disgrun- 
tled rival. 


MAY ACCEPT RECORD. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 4.—The recent 
visit of Tom McCabe, president of the 
Amateur Athletic Union, to the Pacific 
Northwest will be of great benefit to 
track and field sports in general. He

Richard Harding Davis, the author 
and war correspondent, who, with Mel- 
ville E. Stone. Jr., called upon Col.

“Society can have but two rational 
objects in capital punishment. One is 
to protect itself from the individua! 

This object can be con- 
served as well, and to greater profit, by 
life imprisonment. The sole remaining 
object is to deter others by the ex- 
ample This it hag not done, and this 
is proven not only by the prevalence of 
capital crime where capital pun- 
ishment prevails, but by § the fact 
that where capital punishment does 
not exist the so-called capital crimes 
are no more frequent. These consid- 
erations, doubtless, have led to the total 
abolition of the death penalty in five 
of the American States, in 17 of the 22 
cantons of Switzerland, in Holland, 
Roumania, and Portugal, and practical- 
ly in Belgium and Italy.

Ranchers Lose Valuable Stock 
by Revival of Bad 
Habit. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

BELLE FOURCHE, 8. D., Aug. 4.— 
Reports from the Slim Buttes country 
are to the effect that the loco weed is 
once more getting in its deadly work. 
No serious trouble with the plant has 
been reported for over 20 years. Then 
Abe Jones had an entire bunch of horses 
locoed in this some country; but this 


summer the weed is once more abund- 
ant and several horsemen have suffered 
severely, one man having lost a bunch 
of 100 valuable horses up on Grand 
River. ; 

Stockmen who have observed this 
curious habit say that the stock first 
eat the weed in the early spring berore 
the grass gets started. When they have 
once tasted it they refuse all other 
nourishment and persist in hunting out 
the poison and in the course of severa! 
months become blind, rabid.and gener- 
ally die during the late summer or in 
the fall. Cattle ‘and sheep acquire the 
loco habit though it is most common 
among horses, who seem to have a spe- 
clal fondness for the fatal herb. It isa 
stout, silky-haired plant with oblong 
leaves, and when ripe has. pods with 
the ends incurved, and grows from eight 
inches to a foot high, resembling wild 
sage. Because, when ripe, the seeds 
rattle in the pod, it is sometimes called 
the rattle weed. 
Although the State of Colorado spent 
nearly $250,000 trying to find a cure for 
the habit thus far, none has been found, 
and the only chance for locoed stock 
is to change the range, and even then, 
though they may be persuaded in time 
to eat other food, they often retain vi- 
cious habits which make them useless. 
The return of the loco habit among 
horses this summer is viewed with much 
alarm by stockmen, as the loco is said 
to be plentiful in the Northern ranges.

NEW ALBANY, Ind., Aug. 4.--Geo 
H. Godfrey has completed his forty-fifth 
year as manager of the Western Union 
Telegrapb office in this city. He has 
been a telegraph operator for over 47 
years, beginning April 6, 1959, at New 
Buffalo, Mich., on the Michigan Central 
Railroad. July 8, 1861, he took cere. 
of the office of the Western Union in 
this city, and he has held the position 
continuously, with the exception of 
three months that he was detailed at 
Indianapolis, about forty years ago, to 
reorganize the telegraph system of the 
Vandalia road, then known as the In- 
dianapolis & Terre Haute. 

During the Civil War he received theo 
telegraphic report of overv battle after 
July 7, 1861, and press reports of many 
important events have passed througn 
his hands, including the reports of the 
assassinations of Presidents § Lincoln, 
Garfield and McKinley. John F. Wal- 
lick, district superintendent of the 
Western Union, at Indianapolis, under 
whom Godfrey has served. for 3% years, 
was manager of the Indianapolis offico 
at the time Mr. Godfrey assumed charge 
of the local office. 

In his earlier days Godfrey, who is 
now 67 years old, was one of the crack 
operators of the country. He received 
President Grant’s message of 6000 words 
in two hours and fifteen minutes, and 
sent 5800 words on that night in Decem- 
ber, 1868, when the Renos were hung in 
the New Albany Jail.

“This mas Cummins’’—that is the 
characterization by which -+is legion of 
political enemies refer to him—was born 
in Pennsylvania. At 19, fresh from 
school, he was an apprentice in civil 
engineering, acting as assistant to the 
chief engineer constructing a railroad 
in India. The chief was called one day 
to a new position at a great advance 
and felt that he could not refuse. 

Could young Cummins finish the task 
of building that road in the limited time 
necessary to earn certain bonuses? He 
said, with much confidence, that he 
could. His chief spent two days in 
practical lectures on curves, gradients 
and bridge construction. The young en- 
gineer walked all of one night, over a 
new grade, in order to inspect a single 
completed bridge that represented the 
general type of construction of the oth- 
ers yet to be built. He came back to 
say he could build the road and next 
day his chief left. 


The boy engineer finished the road 
earning the bonuses, and was promoted 
to chief engineer of a larger road. Soon 
after he was of age he was offered the 
position of clhief.engineer of what is now 
the Santa Fe road. He refused it, hav- 
ing determined to be a lawyer. With a 
brilliant success already assured, he 
cut off that career and went to Iowa. 

He worked as a carpenter while get- 
ting an education in law; set up in 
practice in Des Moines, then a country 
town; became the head of the State’s 
bar, and one of its favorite public 
speakers. All the time he also prac- 
tised politics, but as an independent he 
could not agree with his party more 
than half the time. So he has_ spent 
most of the last 20 ‘years trying to con- 
vince his party that it ought to come 
over to him. In every case down to 
date he has succeeded. 

When prohibition was enacted in 
Iowa, Cummins opposed it. He declared 
it would not work and that it would 
ruin the Republican party. The event 
proved him to be right. The State went 
Democratic on the issue. Cummins ran 
for the Legislature as an independent, 
with a Democratic indorsement, and 
was. elected. He helped prepare the 
way for the legislation that rid the 
State of prohibition and brought Iowa 
back into the Republican fold. But be- 
eause he ran as an independent in or- 
der to do this service he has always 
been denounced by opponents as a bolt- 
er and a bg’ party man. 


Planned Anti-Ralliroad Legislation. 


That same Legislature passed the 
famous Iowa maximum rate law, the 
parent of like legislation throughout 
the Middle Western group of statenr 
Cummins was the leading railroad 
lawyer in the State, but he was the 
foremost in getting those laws enact- 
ed, The railroads never forgave him 
for it, and though he continued for 
some years in their service as a law- 
ver, they never supported him in poli- 
‘es. He would not lobby. Time and 
again he opposed, in his capagity asa 
citizen, legislation the railroads want-

FIGHTING RAILROADS 











Defeated the_Old Povers. 


The State was fought over, county by 
county, township by township. The Sen- 
ators and Representatives in Congress 
were all against him, so were the rail- 
roads, the Federal officeholders. includ- 
ing Postmasters, and most of the news- 
papers. Cummins was not a rich man, 
but he spent what he could, and his 
friends all over the State raised funds to 
make the fight in their localities. For 
once the political powers found an ad- 
versary who could arouse people not 
only to vote, but to spend money for 
him. Cummins stumped the State, and 
when the convention met at Cedar Rap- 
ids nobody knew who would control. 
There were over 1600 delegates, and both 
sides claimed control by half a score. 
Cummins won a three days’ fight by 
18 majority. Not only was he nominat- 
ed, but he dictated the ticket from top 
to bottom. 

It was a complete rout for his op- 
ponents. They said this ‘‘bolter,’’ ‘‘“mug- 
wump,”’ ‘“independent,’’ could not be 
elected. But at the polls, after he had 
talked to the people from the stump, 
he doubled the previous record majority 
in the State. Then he set about to get 
some reform laws passed—primary elec- 
tions, anti-pass, ballot reform, and. so 
on, He proposed to eliminate corporate 
power from politics. Legislatures, how- 
ever, were against him, He accom- 
plished little, and when two terms had 
expired declared he was going to win 
this fight if he had to smash every pre- 
cedent and every machine in tne State. 
He became a candidate for a third term. 

Meantimé, in the intervals of respite 
from activity in State affairs, Cummins 
had been going about the country 
preaching tariff revision. His was the 
first clear voice raised in the West for 
this reform, that commanded a hearing 
throughout the country. His opponents 
had busied themselves anew. They 
fought him on this issue, and they de- 
feated him. They captured a State con- 
vention and repealed the declaration for 
‘the famous ‘‘Iowa idea’’—the plank 
which declared’ that the tariff must not 
be allowed to remain a shelter fur mo- 
nopoly, and that -in- the same para- 
graph declared for Federal regulation of 
railroad rates. 

It was a severe defeat, but it only 
made Cummins fight harder. He kept 
on preaching his State issues and his 
tariff doctrine, and when, at the open- 
ing of the present spring he declared 
himself determined on these issues fo 
stand for a third term in order to give 
the people of the State a fair chance 
to line up and indicate their views as 
to where he stood, the fight was opened 
with new vigor. 

The contest of five years earlier was 
nothing compared to this one for bitter- 
ness and determination. The oposition 
brought out three candidates fn the ef- 
forts to capture Cummins’ on _ terri- 
tory. Cummins invaded the home coun- 
ty of one of them and captured it. When 
the primaries were ovér Cummins had 
the delegates instructed for himself. A 
second opponent failed to develop any 
strength, and became fh negligible factor. 
George TD. Perkins of Sioux City, pub- 
lisher of the leading newspaper In the 
State, millionaire, and former member 
of Congress, became the real candidate 
of the opposition. 


Cummins Swept Staté. 


When it reached this stage the fight 
was short. The Cummins people sim- 
ply swept all before them. Cummins 
made in some cases as many ag half a 
dozen speeches in a single day. Audi- 
ences turned out to hear him that could 
not be packed into the biggest halis 
available. Counties that had always 
been against him were swept from their 
moorings. Local machines were smashed. 
The delegation at Washington had start- 
ed out to make a united fight against 
Cummins, but this was soon dropped, 
for the Cummins men early made it 
plain that they would seek the scalps 
of unfriendly congressmen. They seized 
enough delegations to demonstrate that 
if they were forced to play such a game 
no representative’s seat would be safe. 
The Washington element soon dropped 
its fight and left it to the bie railroad 
politicians to do the worrying. 

Cummins is to lr lowa’s candidate 
for President in 1908, according to the 
plans of his friends. He wrote for the 
convention a statement of principles de- 
claring for tariff reform, for thorough 
railroad control, for elimination of cor- 

orate influence from politics, and ‘for 
egislation establishing popular primaries 
to nominate all officials from senators 
down.

Taming Secretary Shaw. 


An incident to the strenuous fight for 
control of this convention was the atti- 
tude of Secretary Shaw.* Shaw and 
Cumming have been bitter enemies for 
years. t the opening of the present 
fight in Iowa, Shaw went back home and 
delivered a great speech in Des Moines. 
He counseled standing pat on the tariff 
and inveighed against political inde- 
pendence, urging that the best political 
service was to be secured through stafd- 
ing by the party organization through 
thick and thin. 

That speech, it turned out, was a 
mighty unfortunate thing for Secretary 
Shaw. .The Cummins people would not 
forgive him for it, and when they found 
_themselves in complete control of the 
congressional] convention in Secretary 
Shaw's home district—the big Tenth— 
they proceeded to reject a resolution 
commending the President for making 
him Secretary of the Treasury.

NO FUN FOR BLACK 
PRINCE IN EXILE, 
HE DRINKS POISON 


Pain Saves Bored Son of Pov- 
erty-Stricken Dahomey 
Potentate. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


PARIS, Aug. 4.—From sheer boredom 
and lack of facilities for amusement, 
Prince Ounilo, son of the exiled ex- 
King of Dahomey, attempted to com- 
mit suicide at Algiers by drinking a

He shares his father’s exile, and as 
the French Government has kept the 
family short of funds, the young Prince 
— all day for want of something 
to do. 

He got several hundred matches, cut 
the phosphorous heads off, and boiled 
them down. Then he swallowed the 
decoction, but the pain was so great 
that he could not bear it in silence. 

His cries brought help just in time to 
save his life, and he is now out of dan- 
ger. eH said his life was not worth 
living without amusement. 

His father, ex-King Behanzin, suffers 
from Bright’s disease, and the doctors 
declare that the Algerian climate does 
not suit. him. It is probable that the 
Minister of the Colonies will consider 
whether the King and has son cannot 
be permitted to return to their country. 











sented aggregate more than $300,000,000. 
Only minor claims of less than $1000 
have been settled in any number. Ad- 
justments of the larger claims are drag- 
ging along interminably. Several com- 
binations of policy holders have been 
made to fight the companies and this 
winter the State and county courts will 
be choked with hawsuits. With a very 
few exceptions, among them more for- 
eign than American companies, no 
claim, no matter how honest and indis- 
putable, is being paid without bickering. 

The consequence of this is that hardly 
any permanent building is being under- 
taken. Only men of great wealth are 
able to contract for the building of the 
sort of structures demolished in the dis- 
aster, and they are loath to begin opera- 
tions until they are better able to gauge 
conditions. 


Much Temporury Building. 


As for temporary building, the world 
has never seen anything like it before. 
More than four thousand wooden and 
galvanized iron structures have sprung 
up over the burned area since April 18. 
This is almost a quarter of the number 
of buildings destroyed. They are of a 
a style of architecture, and as 

mple in design as a chicken house. 
The architects are not making any mon- 
ey out of them, for the _ services of 
architects are dispensed with. The 
members of the profession are hardly 
earning enough pay to pay the salaries 
of their draftsmen.* The structural en- 
gineers are quite as badly off. 

A great many reinforced concrete 
buildings have been projected. Only 
two or three have been started. That 
this style of building will become vastly 

opular is certain. The chief handicap 

n getting them under way, aside from 
the lack of capital caused by the fail- 
ure of the insurance companies to pay 
fire damages, is the scarcity of cement. 
Cement is very high, too, and will be 
until a fleet of vessels from abroad car- 
rying big cargoes arrives in the fall. 

Wooden and tin buildings or shacks 
are being scattered throughout the area 
of ruin, and the stark, jagged walls, 
heaps of crumbled bricks and tangle of 
iron and junk are only a little more of- 
fensive to the eye than these bandbox 
structures. Van Ness avenue, once a 
wide and beautiful thoroughfare lined 
with stately mansions, has become a 
street of rambling shacks. It hopes to 
become the wooden shopping center of 
the better sort, leaving to Fillmore 
street, a typical boom-town lane, the 
cheaper trade. Some of the storekeep- 
ers on these new t§¢émber thoroughfares 
have attempted departures from _ the 
usual shack simplicity by plastering gin- 
gerbread work on the facades. The re- 
sults are grotesque and hideous, gar- 
ish colors having been used for deco- 
rative purposes. The interiors of these 
buildings have been made all that ve- 
neer and stain could do for them. Cheap 
pine and fir have been painted and pol- 
ished in an effort to obtain mahogany 
and weathered-oak effects. 


Shack Eating Houses. 


At last it is possible to eat at a table 
and obtain a variety of food. The era 
of the resStaurant-on-wheels and sand- 
wish booth has passed. Shack eating- 
houses have sprung up in great number 
and they are prospering. The San Fran- 
ciscan always has a good appetite-a 
well as a cultivated thirst, and he is 
never in such a rush about his dining 
‘as his fellow countrymen in the East. 
Even now, when the struggle seems to 
be the swiftest, he scorns the lunch 
counter if there is an opportunity to 
sit down and satisfy himself from soup 
to a ‘‘small black,’’ which is the term 
here for a demi-tasse of coffee. 

It is thought now that a solution has 
been found for future distribution by 
abolishing the storehouses and simply 
issuing orders on local merchants; that 
is, individual orders for clothing and 
supplies, so that the refugee may go 
and do his own shopping. It costs the 
Relief Commission $0000 a month to run 
a clothing storehouse and about the 
same amount to run a supply house for 
groceries. Those in charge of the dis- 
tribution are the rankest sort of ama- 
teurs and the misfit garments that are 
worn by refugee chcildren and refugee 
women is an added burden to their 
woes. 

The retail merchants have been 
oring against so much giving 
of clothing on the ground that it is in- 
juring their trade. Whether you are a 
refugee or not it is only necessary to 
know someone on the inside to get an 
ample wardrobe. The small politicians 
of San Francisco were never better 
dressed in their lives than they are 
now. They are perfectly frank about 
their methods of obtaining what they 
call a “Golden Gate sunburst of 
clothes.”’ 

“You see,’ said a petty officeholder, 
who unbosomed himself to the writer; 
“there is a lot of dude clothing In those 
warehouses, if you only Know how to 
get them. There's wads of them requisi- 
tion blanks kicking around the Relief 
Commissioners’ offices. Well, all you 
got to do is to geta blank and fill it 
out for what you want, The really-truly 
refugee that don’t Know the ropes has 
to go and have them signed and counter- 
signed. But what's the use of doing 
this when you know a clerk in the ware- 
house? He just fades away your requi- 
sition in a mountain of others and pass- 
es you out your dude clothes. Why 
some of us got patent-leather shoes and 
full-dress waiters’ clothes, and I got my 
wife a half dozen dresses. Say, it’s a 
shame to take these gift clothes; they 
are so easy to get if you know the 
ropes.,’’

At the “Stone’s Folly’’ mission a 


watch tower of prayer was kept going 
night and day, and among other things 
that were prayed for were that the 


miracles spoken of in Acts might be 
repeated to them. On Jan. 1, 1900, they 
claimed to have received this power and 
to be able to talk in all languages. Ac- 
cording ta the claims of the believers 
it came about in exactly the same way 
as on the day of Pentecost, even to the 
“‘cloven tongues of fire.’’ 

*“‘Do you intend to use this power for 
any practical purpose?’ was asked. 

“Yer, and no,” he said. ‘‘When our 
apostles are trained, we intend to send 
some of them out into the missionary 
field, but the power cannot be used as 
an ornament in a drawing room so one 
‘Il can speak French or Ger- 
man.’ te .

MISSISSIPPI WILL 
HONOR JEFF CANIS 


State Soldiers’ Monument to 
Contain Likeness of Con- 
federacy’s President.

JACKSON, Miss.. Aug. 4.—The Mis- 
sissippi Military Park Commission, com- 
posed of Gov. Vardaman, Capt. W. T. 
Ratli of Raymond, Capt. J. G. Cush- 
man %f Vicksburg and Hon. William 
Yerger of Greenville, has decided on 
the general design for the $38.000 monu- 
ment to Mississippi troops to be erected 
in the park at Vicksburg. 

The base of the monument will con- 
tain a crypt in which will be placed a 
magnificent marble statue of Jefferson 
Davis, Mississippi's greatest gift to the 
Confederacy. On the top of the shaft 
will be the figures of a Confederate sol- 
dier. The design, generally speaking, 
will be somewhat simiar to that of the 
Confederate monument in this city. 

Around the base of the shaft wil be 
medalions of Mississippi’s most famous 
generals, men. who were in command of 
corps and divisions during the Civil 
War. 

Quite a nuber of attractive designs for 
the monument have been submitted to 
the commission, and the commission will 
meet within a few days to arrange for 
the work. A _ $50,000 appropriation was 
made by the legislature and $12.000 will 
be devoted to the erection of markers 
showing the positions occupied by Mis- 
Sissippi troops during the siege.

COTTON MARKET 


Texas Farmers’ Union Has 
Over 100 Warehouses 
Ready to Hold Crop. 


Special to the P7ost-Dispatch. a 

AUSTIN. Tex.” Aug. 4.—From the 
number of charters which have been 
filed by the Farmers’ Union in the 
State Department for establishment of 
public warehouses for the storing of 
cotton, it appears to be clearly out- 
lined that it is the intention of the 
members of that organization in Tex- 
as to contro] the cotton crop, that ts, 
regulate the spot cotton market. 

A prominent member of one of these 
organizations stated a short time ago 
that it was the purpose of the union 
to regulate the market by regulating 
the output. When the price is suit- 
able the farmers will sell, and when 
it is considered too low. they will 
store their product in these bonded 
warehouses and wait until the de- 
mand becomes sufficiently acute to 
bring the desired price. It is their 
intention to sell also direct to the 
spinners and thereby put a crimp in 
the operations of the commission 
men. Just how successful this scheme 
will prove remains to be seen. 

It {ts estimated that there are over 
100 of these warehouses in the State, 
that number having been f{ncorporat- 
ed with capital stock ranging from 
$5900 to $15,000 each. These ware- 
houses are scattered through the cot- 
ton section. They will be in charge 
of trained men in the cotton busi- 
ness, who will sample and properly 
classify the product. 

To properly equip these men as 
samplers a school wus established at 
Dallas, where they are put through a 
course of training by experts, and 
when these graduates are placed in 
charge of these warehouses, they will 
be fully equipped to handle the cot- 
ton. ; : 

If this plan proves successful, the 
farmers expect to save a great deal

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of this 
Convention: I came to this convention 
in the hope that we would be able to 
agree on a platform and on candidates, 
and have nothing to stir the feelings 
Or arouse contention. (Applause.) 1 
still hope that we shall be able to agree 
Bpon a platform that will represent 
the sentiment of all of us so that we 
can present it to the party. (Prolonged 
applause.) I will go further than that. 
I still hope that we shall be able to 
Present to the country a ticket behind 
which can stand a united party.

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The suicide of William C. Woods of 
St. Louis in the Mobile Jail yesterday, 
four days after he had shot and killed 
his pretty young wife, Gatsie Woods,

Louis, concluded a double tragedy in 
which premeditated murdér and care- 
fully planned self-destruction are shown 
in the man’s every act. 

Before leaving St. Louis he told a 
woman who knew his wife that he was 
going to Mobile to kill her. This wom- 
an repeated the conversation .to the 
young wife’s parents and a telegram 
of warning was sent to the daughter in 
Mobile.

To make doubly 
sure of his death, he took 15 grains of 
paris green, a slow poison, before he 
murdered his wife. and carried secreted 
in his coat 2 grains more, which he 
took in his cell when he had recovered 
from the first poison.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Aug. 4.—Dainel 
B. Wesson, the world-famous revolver 
manufacturer, died in his home in this 
city late this afternoon, aged 81. Mr. 
Wesson'’s wealth is estimated at $20,- 
000, 000, 

His death followed an illness resulting 
from nervous excitement due to a 
“black hand’’ threat last fall to dyna- 
mite his Maple street mansion. 

Mr. Wesson ignored the first letter, 
but the receipt of a second communi- 
cation of a more specific nature led him 
to lay the matter before the police. 

Mr. Wesson was commanded to de- 
liver a large sum of money in person 
at a lonely spot on the outskirts of the 
city. On the night in question the Wes- 
son house was carefully guarded and 
at the appointed hour Patrolman Simon 
J. Connery, disguised in a flowing beard 
to impersonate Mr. Wesson, was driven 
in Mr. Wesson’s barouche to the meet- 
ing place appointed by the ‘‘black hand” 
agents. Lying in wait in the under- 
brush was a squad of police with drawn 
revolvers. 

The opinion of New York detectives 
who were drawn into the case is that 
the ‘“‘biack hand’’ emissaries became 
cognizant of the presence of the police 
and abandoned the plot. 

The stamina of Mr. Wesson was 
splendidly exemplified by his attitude 
toward the .blackmail plotters. 

“IT will never pay 1 cent to extor- 
tionists of any stripe,” he said. ‘I 
would not be a good citizen if I did. 
There igs more at issue than my own 
personal safety,” he added, emphati- 
eally.

Mr. Wesson’s home, with its appoint- 
ments, cost upward of $1,600,000. He was 
one of the heaviest stockholders in the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 


Railroad. He was the largest individual 
stockholder in the Boston & Albany 
Railroad at the time it was leased by 
the New York Central. He gave liber- 
ally to charity and assumed the entire 
expense of the Hampden Homeopathic 
Hospital and the Maternity Hospital on 
the same grounds, which, when com- 
plete, will represent an outlay of $500,- 
000. He Was a leading spirit in a local 
organization for the prevention of con- 
sumption. 

Mr. Wesson married in 1851, when vir- 
tually penniless. Mrs. Wesson died last 
month. Two sons, Walter H. and 
Joseph H., have been associated with 
him in business. Both are millionaires.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—Mrs. Humphry 
Ward is making plans for her long ex- 
pected visit to the United States this 
autumn or winter. But she has not 
made up her mind to accept of the 
offers made to her by the lect¥re bu- 
reaus, 

Her uncle, Matthew Arnold, looked 
upon his American lecture tour as the 
stupendous blunder of his career. He 
considered that his literary reputation 
lost prestige by the disrespectful and 
belittling tone the newspapers adopted 
toward him. 

Arnold went over in a rather high 
and mighty way and acted as if it were 
a condescension to allow the American 
people to pay their good money to look 
at him. When the local managers raved 
at his inarticulate delivery and the re- 
porters poked fun at his monocle, he 
gaid some foolish things about the un- 
cultured Americans who did not know 
enough to appreciate the profession of 
poetry and came home in great disgust. 

Mrs. Ward is probably the most pains- 
taking and hardworking novelist to be 
found. She won her present pre-emi- 
nent place in the world ef letters by con- 
centration and patient labor which are 
stupendous. No prima donna guards 
her reputation more passionately than 
Mrs. Ward does hers. Every public 
appearance is planned with the same 
careful thought and judgment given by 
great operatic stars, who know that if 
they sing half a dozen times out of 
tune it may condemn them for a life 
time 


Uncle’s Word Her Faith. 


Strangely enough, Matthew Arnold 
never had any faith in his nieces nov- 
elistic powers. 

“Poor Mary, she can never write a 
novel,” he was in the habit of saying. 
“Why doesn’t she stick to the essay?’ 

But in spite of this lack of faith, he 
influenced her tremendously. 

She has accepted as law and gospel 
his statements about the vulgarity of 
Americans, their inability to understand 
the best literature and the personality 
of the best writers of England.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—The salient fea- 
ture of the first session of England’s 
most democratic Parliament has been 
Premier Campbell Bannerman’s striking 
personal success. 

When the ministry was formed he 
was spoken of as a mere “stop gap’ to 
be sent to the House of Lords at the 
end of the first session to make way for 
Asquith’s leadership. Today Sir Henry 
Campbell Bannerman has a power and a 
popularity in Parliament unequaled 
since Gladstone’s rule. It is a triumph 
of character and ability combined. He 
has managed the House of Commons’ 
business cleverly, tactfully, has inva- 
riably been honest, straightforward and 
clear in expressing his own views; he 
is courteous to everybody, accessible to 
his own followers, displays resource, 
and whenever appropriate, parrying 
awkward questions in a humor far ex- 
celling in effectiveness. Balfour's 
achievements in the same line—for Kan- 
nerman never quibbles nor prevaricates., 

In granting a really free constitution 

to the Transvaal and trusting the Boers, 
Bannerman has given another eyidence 
of his consistency. 
Balfour attacked the constitution sav- 
agely, raking up afresh the embers of 
race hatred, employing all his ingenuity 
to destroy beforehand that spirit of 
mutual confidence which is essential] to 
the success of the scheme. The next day 
Balfour discovered that he had made 
one of the biggest blunders of his life 
in taking this course, for the Conserv- 
ative papers accepted the constitution 
more or less enthusiastically and the 
Morning Post roundly denounced Bal- 
four’s action. In fact he found him- 
self and ex-Colonia] Lyttleton absolute- 
ly isolated in denouncing the settlement.

Divorce Judge’s Questions Indi- 
cate Maj. McBride Will 
Gain Decision.

PARIS, Aug. 4.—Mrs. John McBride's 
suit for divorce~she was Miss Maude 
Gonne, the “Irish Joan of Arc’’—has 
developed into one of the most remark- 
able duels of forensic eloquence in the 
annals of the French courts. Maitre 
Cruppi appears for Mrs. MoBride and 
Maitre Labori for the Major, of whim 
she would rid herself as a husband. 

Labori, in his fine flights of eloquence, 
implied the suit is a consplracy of per- 
jury. He pointed out elaborately that 
the chief evidence against the Major 
was given by servants in Mrs. Me- 
Bride's pay, and that none of the sto- 
ries they told on. the witness stand 
reached the wife’s ears at the time the 
alleged acts were committed. 

At the outset Maitre Cruppi, for the 
wife, demanded that the suit be tried 
under the French law on the ground 
that both parties are domiciled in 
France and that Maj. McBride, having 
been naturalized as a Boer and having 
not reasserted his allegiance to the Brit- 
ish crown, could not claim to be judged 
by British law. Maitre Labori accepted 
the court's jurisdiction, but asked Judge 
Dittee to take into account the British 
law in the interest of the unhappy cou- 
ple’s son, born a British subject. 

With the view of getting control of 
the child, Maj. McBride asks for a sep- 
aration frim his wife. As far as can 
he foreseen he will get the judgment. 
For Judge Dittee asked Labori whether 
Mrs. McBride, failing a divorce, would 
accept a separation and Labor said she 
would. 

The decision is expected next week.

PARIS, Aug. 4.—Prof. Adolph Wag- 
ner, who holds the chair of economics. 
and sociology in the Berlin University, 
while here, was asked by the represen-. 
tative of tHe Post-Dispatch for his 
views on the over-population of Ger- 
many. Prof. Wagner says the popula- 
tion in Germany is increasing at «4 
rapid rate and this increase is not due 
to immigration, but births. In 1816 Ger- 
many’s population was 25,000,000. Now 
it is 60,000,000. It has béen calculated 
that at this rate of increase the popu- 
lation of Germany would be 80,000,000 in 
1926, 

“How will Germany feed such a large 
population?” has been asked by many 
economists. Prof. Wagner says on this 
subject: 

“You see, there are no children, one 
might say, here in France. There are 
too many, however, in Germany. While 
the abundance of children may ‘be con- 
sidered by some a heavenly blessing, I 
cannot agree with this view, because I 
foresee the consequences. It is for this 
reason thet I like the French system 
of ‘deux enfants’—two children. This 
system is already adopted in some parts 
of Germany. 

Blessing While Children Only. 


“Children are certainiy a  bilessing. 
But they are not always children—they 
grow up. They have to be.cared for 
during the time of their growth. If one 
has only two children the sacrifices for 
them are smaller and he is able to tike 
better care of them. But whén parents 
have six or eight children, it is entirely 
different. The parents are then com- 
pelled to make many sacrifices and pet, 
haps neglect the little ones. 

“This superabundance of. children 
makes it necessary for parents to send 
little ones to work too early in life. 
This is very dangerous for society. The 
children become ill-formed and if. they 
are poor, they are necessarily ill-nour- 
ished and they grow up, if they reach 
manhood, weaklings on whom neither 
the nation nor family can rely. 

“It is the export of our wares as well 
as of our products that keep us alive as 
a nation. We send our manufactures 
and products all over the world. This 
of course furnishes some e 0 nt to 
our overpopulated omer te ermany 


were not overpopulated we could live 
royally on what our exprts bring in.” 


As No Other Nation. 


When asked whether he considered 
the overpopulation of Germany as a4 
menace to Europe, Prof. Wagner sald: 

“It is not: There are other nations 
that multiply more rapidly than the 
Germans. Take the Poles for instance, 
They multply at an enormous rate, 
There stock is so overworked that Presi. 


dent Roosevelt would probably decorate 
the whole nation were Americans in 
the habit of giving medals. As for men- 
acing, we can not be a menace to a na- 
tion like France. From our egotistie 
national point of view, we Germans are 
sorry that the French people are not 
doing like the Germans. ou see the 
French are great consumers of our - 
products and the more numerous they 
become the more we sell them. The 
well being of the Latin races in Europe 
is of much concern to Germany. They 
are our customers and it is better for us 
if they are prospering in wealth and. 
families. Their downfall is In a meas 
ure ours.” 

Next to restricing the stork, Prot, 
Wagner recommends emigation as @ 
means of getting rid of Germany's ovor- 

ulation a 

“But while we can solve to some ~ 
tent the question of overpopulation : 
emigration, I believe that it is best not 
to give birth to too many children.’ [It 
is not enough to bring homens beings 
into the world. It is necessary to figure 
first how they can be provided for. Aft- 
er the means for life are provided a few 
children should be welcomed with open 
arms.

On ranches and haciendos are hun- 
dreds of colonists from the Middle West, 
These are now pouring across the bor- 
der back home, fearing to live in the 
remote parts, where no protection is to 
be had in case of violence, 

For years the feeling against the 
“Gringos,’’ as they are called, has been 
growing. It has been intensified by 
their success in all lines of business. 
They succeed where the Mexicans fail 
through sheer perseverance, energy and 
application. Their success has caused 
the feeling of envy that has taken on 
such monstrous proportions, and omin- 
ous. indeed, is the outlook for foreigners 
now engcgea in different parts of the 
republic. 

It is, of course, in the better class that 
this feeling of jealousy exists. In the 
peon the animus takes another form. 
If he Is allowed to go his way in peace 
and do as little work as possible, no 
complaint will be heard fron? him. But 
that is just what he is not allowed to 
do since the Americans have established 
big plants here. He is given more money 
than he received under the old regime, 
but he is forced to work for it; work as 
he has never been accustomed to do. 
Therefore, he is against the American 
tooth and nail. It is he who is looked 
to to carry out the plans of the better 
clasg in the extermination. 


Peons Inspire Fear. 


Moral scruples are few in the lower 
classes. Life is held cheaply. For a 
mere pittance they will carry out all 
the instructions, even to murder. Little 
sympathy may be expected from this 
class, which practically. makes up the 
population of Mexico. The peons are 
more to be feared than any other class 
in the coming conflict. The army its 
composed of this class, and is recruited 
from the worst characters. In Mex- 
ico, when a man is given a term of 
years for a crime he has the privilege 
of serving his sentence in the ranks as 
a soldier. Thus it may be seen that, 
even though the troops are called out 
to quell disturbances on Sept. 16, there 
may be more casualties than were they 
not called out. 

In the melee several people may be 
killed and it will be laid to accident. 
Such things have occurred in this coun- 
try during the last five years. Political 
meetings have been charged by the 
troops when a campaign was being 
made for a man the administration did 
not favor. Iiundreds of shots have 
been exchanged, and generally the man 
who was of most importance to the 
people has been killed during the ‘strug; 
gie, and dozens of dead bodies hava 
been left in the street. Nothing is done 
by the authorities. The troops were 
obeying commands and defended them- 
selves, is the reply to criticism. 

Insarrection Also Threatened. 

In addition to the feeling against 
Americans, there are mutterings about 
a popular insurrection. It may come, 
it may not. It is many years since Mex- 
foo had anything of this kind, but whis- 
pers are heard that when the peons 
once get started they will be joined by 
the troops, who are tired of their bond- 
age, and the whole country will be 
thrown into a turmoil of strife and 
bloodshed. 

Prominent generals are said to be the 
prime factors in this movement. They 
are jealous of the present administra- 
tion, and have for a long tlme looked 








with covetous eyes upon some of the 
big offices of state, even at the presi- 
dential chair. 

“When Diaz dies there will be war,’’ 
is an expression frequently heard in 
Mexico. For a decade he has ruled the 
people with a hand of iron, but he is 
now an old man, past 76 years, and is 
suffering from an internal disease that 
may cause his death at any time. 

With a desire to get in on the ground 
floor before other candidates make too 
too strong their bids, it is said certain 
generals have been quietly going among 
their friends and the troops and doing 
all in their power to incite feeling 
against foreigners to better hide the rea] 
object of their movement. 

Once the ball starts rolling it will 
gather momentum rapidly, sweeping all 
opposition before it. While the Govern- 
ment may believe the troops are en- 
deavoring to restore order and protect 
foreigners, they will be doing the oppo- 
site, and before the country is aware of 
it, it may be in a state of revolution. 

Few Regiments Are Loyal, 

Of course, there are several regiments 
that the Government can count upon, 
These will do their part. In the event 
of rebellion and the destroying of Amer- 
icans and their property, it is not un- 
likely that American troops would again 
invade Mexico. There are many Amer- 
ican forts along the Rio Grande River, 
and within five days, if necessary, 20 
regiments of United States. soldiers 
could be far into the interior of Mex- 
ico. 

What the United States has already 
done for Mexico cannot be Ooverestimat- 
ed. American capital and American en- 
ergy have placed the country where it 
Stands today. American engineers and 
largely American capital have built the 
railroads. Pushing across barren alkali 
plains, through tropical forests and 
across mountains have been laid a net- 
work of tracks covering all parts of the 
country. 

Manufacturing is either controlled by 
Americans or is under the direction of 
American superintendents. Millions of 
dolars are invested in mining. It ig es- 
timated by the American Embassy that 
$80,000,000 of American money is invested 
in Mexico. The American population has 
doubled in the last 10 years. At present 


there are no less than 30 rics 
scattered tnroughout the m,n 

Having been taught how enterprises 
are conducted in the United States, their 
resources shown them and having im- 
bibed a certain amount of confidence by 
association with the ‘““gringos,’’ the Mex- 
icans of the better class are ready ‘to 
conduct things themselves, and have 
started the cry, “Mexico for the Mexi- 
cans. 

“The American pigs,” they say, “are 
coming here, taking our best opportuni- 
ties and making fortunes. This money 
rightfully belongs to us. They must 
leave. We will tolerate them no longer,.”’ 


Races Are at Enmity. 


A few years ago Americans w - 
vited into the Mexican homes. iat aw 
were treated royally. Of later years in 
several of the cities the two races began 
to drift further and further apart. Invi- 
tations between them became less nu- 
merous. Finally they did not associate 
at all. The boycott is now complete. 
The American colonies in these places 
have their own entertainment in their 
own Way, and the Mexicans are exclus- 
ive in their social] diversions. 

The servant question is becoming one 
of much trouble. Many of the Srexi- 
cans will not serve an American family, 
and those who have native cooks have 
become alarmed, fearing since the ill- 
feeling began to Show itself, that their 
food will be poisoned. Fortunately, 
there are many Chinese in Mexico. Good 
cooks are numerous among them, and 
their services are in demand. With 
their native quickness they have dis- 
covered the trouble between the Mexi- 
cans and Americans and the price of 
their services is soaring steadily. 

For many years the trouble has been

HD. STRINGENCY 


Secretary Shaw Has New Plan 
to Make Crop Moving 
Easy. 





By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Secretary 
Shaw does not propose to have a money 
stringency this fall, when the crops of 
the country are to be moved. He is 
well prepared to deposit Government 
funds in national banks in such large 
amounts to prevent anything ap- 

proaching a squeeze. 

Without taking into consideration the 
funds now on deposit in national banks, 
the Treasury has a cash,working bal- 
ance of $80,000,000 on hand. Once the 
balance was reduced to $30,000,000, and 
if Secretary Shaw should decide to let 
it reach that low figure again he has 
$60,000,000 which he can put in the banks 
to be used during the crop movement. 

There is a great deal of speculation 
as to just what form the Treasury re- 
lief will take. Heretofore the custom 
of Secretary Shaw has been to give de- 
posits of Government money to the 
banks, accepting various bonds as se- 
curity if there Was a scarcity of Gov- 
ernment bonds and the prices were 
high. ‘There is now a pretty strong 
belief that Secretary Shaw will change 
his methods and will buy 4 per cent 
bonds with the sinking fund. In less 
than a year a number of millions of 4 
per cent bonds mature. 

If he sees fit Secretary Shaw could 
refund these into 2 per cents, but the 
effect of this would not be to put much 
money inte circulation unless he fol- 
lowed this with deposits with banks. 
thereby furnishing a good quantity of 
® ner cent bonds that could be used as 
security for deposits. 

Instead of this course the Secretary 
can. spend $30,000,000 or $40,000, 000 in re- 
tiring the 4 per cents, leaving the rest 
to be refunded eight or nine months 
from now. The price at which he would 
purehase the ponds would have much 
to do with whether the holders would sell 
or prefer to await the regular period 
for redemption. ee eR

Thomas B, Anderson, in St. 
Louis, Scores MetRods 
of Authorities. 











AMERICANS ARE AROUSED 





Girl and Men Were Imprisoned 
for Stringing Toy Tele- 
graph Line. 


Thomas B. Anderson, formerly of 
St. Louis, now a. resident of the Isle 
of Pines, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er yesterday of what the Americans 
term the injustice of Cuban authori- 
ties On the island. Mr. Anderson is 
Visiting his daughter, Mrs. Mabelle 
McMilian of 132v Euclid avenue. He 
went to New York on business, leav- 
ing his family on the island, and will 
return home in a short time. 

Mr. Anderson was elected Secretary 
of State when American residents of 
the Isle of Pines set up a separate 
Government last winter. He spoke 
bitterly against the methods pursued 
by the Cuban authorities in exercising 
control of the island. He criticised 
Gen. Wood for turning the govern- 
ment of the island over to Cuba, cit- 
ing the sixth article of the Platt 
amendment to the Cuban Constitution, 
Which says: “The Isle of Pines shall 
not be included in the constitutional 
boundaries of Cuba.” 

But the Americans resent the inter- 
ference of the Cuban Government 
more On account of the nature of the 
control that is attempted. It is this 
that has chiefly aroused the indigna- 
lion Of the American settlers, who 
OWn nine-tenths of the land on the 
island. The great complaint is that 
old, tyrannical and moss-covered laws 
With which Spain attempted toe rule 
the people and against which Cuba 
herself waged a war for independence 
are now, in turn, being sought to be 
enforced against the Americans. That 


inary is exemplified by the latest re- 
ports from the island, which Ander- 
S0n says are in no way exaggerated. 

President Palma's pardon of Miss 
Millis J. Brown, a 19-year-old Iowa 
girl, who, with two other Americans 
Was imprisoned for installing a toy 
telegraph line, which was to serve as 


and their friends, has focused the at- 
tention of the Americans on the con- 
ditions as they actually exist. 

The three were imprisoned on a 
charge of having violated the military 
ordinance made by Gen, Wood, which 
prohibits the installation of telegraph 
lines without permission of the military 
authorities. 

The telegraph apparatus was bought 
by Miss Brown's father, H. L. Augus- 
tine and L. G. Giltner. Giltner, who is 
the American Postmaster, suggested the 
idea as a means of recreation. Miss 
Brown, who is Assistant Postmaster, 
and to whom Giltner is said to be en- 
gaged, was enthusiastic, as she thought 
this would take the place of a telephone. 

Shortly after the wire was strung 
Giltner, Augustine and Miss Browh 
were summoned to explain their estab- 
lishing of the “play telegraph.’ When 
they explained and Judge Diaz fined 
them $100 they refused to pay and ac- 
cordingly were sentenced to a prison 
term of 33 days each. 

Miss Brown, along with Giltner and 
Augustine, was sent to Jail in Neuva 
Gerona, where one of the guards offered 
to pay the fine of Miss Brown. The offer 
was rejected. 

There being no separate jail for wom- 
en, Miss Brown was assigned to a cell | 
in the prison where the lowest criminals 
were serving. Her only sleeping place 
was the dirty floor and privacy was not 
allowed. 

It was only by the efforts of some of 
the more conservative that some of the 
Americans were restrained from storm- 
ing the Jail and rescuing the prisoners 
by force. But an appeal was made to 
Senator Morgan and to other influen- 
tial men to bring the matter before 
President Palma. This was done and 
the President immediately signed a par- 
don, freeing the three Americans.

PANAMA EMPLOY 
CHARGE DECEPTIO 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Employes on 
the Isthmus of Panama charge that the 


Government has deceived Americans 
sent to Panama in the matter of fur- 
nishing free transportation back to the 
United States. The Government agrees 
to “furnish free transportation to a poTt 
in the United States upon the termina- 





sion, of satisfactory service, the char- 
acter and length of service to be de- 
termined by the head of the department 
in which employed.”’ 

This makes it a discretionary matter 
with the chief of the bureau, who is 
permitted to decide the length of time 
an employe must remain on the Isthmus 
and whether the service performed has 
been satisfactofy. 

At the commission to-day it was stat 
ed officially that there could bo no mis- 
understanding about the matter, as the 
rules peti 3 the employment of 
persons on the Isthmus, including those 
relating to transportation, are printed 
on the back of every blank appointing 
the person seeking employment. 

For the Philippine service the term 
before free return transportation is fur- 
nished is three years. About eight 
months is the time required in Panama, 
but if a disgruntled or dissatisfied em- 
ploye leaves the service he is not given 
transportation. The regulations were

About 10,000 acres of the lands 
are now in cultivation in fruits, vine- 
yards, cantaloupes, alfalfa, cotton, sor- 
ghum, and milomaize. <A great variety 
of truck such as asparagus, cauliflower. 
eabbages, okra, peppers, onions and 
strawberries are also grown most suc- 
cessfully. California figs and soft-shell 
almonds are also grown with great suc- 
cess. All varieties of European grapes 
such as Muskat, Malaga, Tokay and 
Cornishons are grown with decided suc- 
cess. These grapes took first premium 
at the St. Louis Exposition in 1904. Cal- 
ifornia ranking second in the report of 
the chief of the Department of Horti- 
culture. These grapes are ready for the 
market about four weeks before the 
California grapes and are more than 1200 
miles nearer the market. Wine grapes 
also flourish, 

The town of Barstow is the county 
seat of Ward County, Texas, and is a 
station on the line of the Texas & Pa- 
cific Railroad. The population in and 
around Barstow at the present time is 
about 2500 and has a continued and 
healthy growth. The character of the 
population of Barstow is the best, the 
residents coming from all the states 
from Maine to California. 

On Jan. 1 of this year Mr. R. H. Cor- 
nell of the Commonwealth Trust Co. sent 
out a number of letters making inquiry 
looking to the securing for the Com- 
monwealth Trust Co. of a list of best 
properties in Texas, with a view of add- 
ing to that company’s business in buying 
and selling Texas lands.

Transportation fa- 
cilities are being rapidly developed and 
this means a further increase in the 
sale of the Southern product. 


Hardwood Lumber Conditions. 


Hiurdwood lumber conditions are wun- 
usually good. There are more than 
fifty firms engaged in the manufacture 
and wholesale handling of this line in 


Memphis alone, which is the center of 
the largest hardwood-producing terri- 
tory in the world, and every one says 
It is not only doing a good business 
now, but that the outlook is exception- 
ally flattering for the fall and winter 
season. The supply is short and prom- 
ises to remain so for some time, which 
means a continuance of present prices, 
which are, for some items, the highest 
on record. The splendid crops of the 
country, the phenomenal activity in 
the manufacture of furniture and agri- 
cultural implements, the unprecedented 
demand for railroad equipment and the 
large amount of building in progress 
are pointed to as the principal! factors 
in making for a splendid season. 

The yellow pine industry inthe South 
has been overdone somewhat and there js 
consequently not only a less active de- 
mand for the product, but also a some- 
what demoralized price condition fol- 
lowing the recent over-production. 
Some yellow pine items are in good 
shape, but the general list ig less at- 
tractive than for at least two years. 
However, manufacturers are seeking to 
curtail productign and when this has 
been accomplished and the present sur- 
plus removed, there is no reason why, in 
the present prosperity of the building 
trades, there should be a continuance 
of this depression. In fact, conditions 
are now materially better than thev 
wero sixty days ago. 

Southern cotton mills continue to mul- 
tinly and to tncrease thelr capacity, 
Which emphasizes their prosperous con- 
dition. There are occasional receiver- 
Ships, but the Southern mills are doin 
& good business and are running at ful 
capacity except where they are ham- 
pered by a scarcity of labor or some 
other condition over which they exercise 
no control. There is some accumula- 
tion of heavy goods, but there is de- 
mand enough to take care of practi- 
cally everything they are making. There 
isag margin of profit in the output. 

Southern railroads are, it goes without 
saying. prospering wonderfully, and the 
outlook which confronts them is ex- 
ceptionally gratifving. The big cottor 
crop, together with the raw material 
and finished product to be handled for 
the industrial enterprises, as well as the 
output of the mines now operating in 
the South, means an enormous volume 
of traffic for the fall and winter. The 
tonn promises to break all previous 
records, and this means a great deal, 
because Southern roads have shown 
heavy cumulative earnings for about 
six years in succession. 

It is requiring unusually large quan- 
titles of money to take care of the cot- 
ton crop at the present high prices and 
to finance the numerous enterprises now 
in operation, but Southern banks are 
well supplied with funds which they are 
able to turn over to splendid advantage. 
Money has recently tightened in the 
South on long time loans on real estate 
and similar collateral, but there 1s 
plenty of money at living rates to meet 
egitimate requirements of trade.

Realty men are not greatly sur- 
prised to hear that Frank A. Tobin, 
owher of the Tobin Building at 
Eighth and Locust streets, and until 
last November a_ successful realty 
dealer, is in politics in his new home 
at East El Paso, Tex. They are in- 
clined to believe his assurances that 
he will be elected and are in sym- 
pathy with his brass band campaign.

BIG MEN ARE SELLING 





Local Stocks Present More At- 
tractive Propositions for 
Investment. 


BY BENNETT WASSERMAN. 
The stock market ciosed the week 
with prices only a shade under the best 
of the year, with aggressive buying by 
bulls and a belated short interest. 
The bears were treated to a surprise 
in the declaration of an initial dividend 


on United States Steel Corporation com- 
mon shares of one-half per cent, for the 
quarter ending March 31, and one-half 
per cent for the quarter ending June 
30. This is the first dividend on the com- 
mon shares since 198. The resumption 
of dividends by the greatest corporation 
in the world surprised the oldest inhab- 
itants of.the street. It, however, makes 
clear the position of Morgan and other 
large interests towards the market. It 
is evidence that stocks are now lodgéd 
in strong hands and that they will use 
every effort to make securities look at- 
tractive to the investor. 

So far, the public has declined to enter 
the market, as is shown by the stagnant 
bond market. New York bond houses 
are loaded with a mass of undigested 
high-grade securities, public money for 
the last 12 months having gone largely 
into real estate. Before any lasting bull 
market can ensue, the bond market 
must first show signs of buoyancy. 

Unless the railroads and larger in- 
dustrial companies can float new issues 
of securities, there must be in evidence 
a slackening of the steel trade. This 

reat barometer of trade may first re- 
flect a reaction in business. For over a 
year the public has been apathetic, 
has declined to make commitments in 
the market, has sold securities when- 
ever the market gave an opportunity, 
and a boom in real estate from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific is evidence of its 
lack of interest in the security market. 

To keep the steel mills busy as they 
have been for the poet 12 months the 
bond market must show a greater resil- 
lency than now exists, and judging 
from the attitude of the public towards 
securities, I do not believe we shall see 
this happen for some time. The unfilled 
orders on the books of the principal 
mills of the Steel Corporation show a 
falling off from that of the first half of 
the year and are, perhaps, an unmistak- 
able sign of a coming reaction in trade. 


Politics—--Bearing Down. 


The political situation at home and 
abroad does not warrant the present 
high altitude of prices on the New York 


Stock Exchange. Russia is in the 
throes of a revolution and the market 
for Russian bonds, new and old, has 
again had a- decline this week. London 
has been a large seller of securi- 
ties in our market. The political 
situation at home t!s_ just’ begin- 
ning to loom up on the horizon. The 
split on the Republican platform as 
shown by the Iowa convention, calling 
for tariff revision, the snub to the 
stand-pat policy of the administration, 
the unification of the Democratic par- 
ty centering upon Bryan as a leader, 
do not argue well for the future values 
of securities. 
they are selling long stocks on all the 
advances and are repurchasing very 
few. The advance in St. Paul affords 
a splendid example of what a terror- 
stricken short interest will do. Though 
the market opened weak Thursday with 
European quotations, luke-warm _ 8t. 
Paul started fractionally up and crossed 
189 before the close. This Is an advance 
of 34 points from the low level made 
during the San Francisco earthquake 
market. The advance in St. Paul helped 
by the advance in Uniom and Southern 
Pacific steadied the entire list the last 
half of the week, and enabled the big 
men to unload a great many securities. 
Rumors of impending deals have been 
flying thick and fast, none of which 
have so far materialized. One of the 
rumors declared that Erie will receive a 
small dividend. The ridiculousness of 
this rumor must be plain when Erie 
barely @arned half of one per cent for 
the fiscal year, but it shows to what ex- 
tremes the rumor mills are working. 


Money Rate Very High: 


Money worxed up a little during the 
week, call rates reaching 3% per cent 
and time money over the year, unobtain- 
able excepting on the best character of 
collateral, at 5% per cent. It must be 


admitted the* stecis yielding from 1% 
to 4 per cer* a.ti> present sotiine prices 
do not leo’- attraccive to a 5% per cent 
money marxet. Fither money or stocks 
must yield, anu considering the over-ex- 
tended loan account of the national 
banks throughout the country and the 
likelihood of high money rates through- 
the balance of the year, securities of the 
present merk*t do not look attractive. 
That the market may advance further 
this week is possible. The big interests 
have a great many securities to sell anc 
to facilitate their unloading, the market 
must be held strong. But I trust that 
none of my readers will get fooled by 
the artificial strength. 

Locally, the St. Louls Stock Exchange 
perhaps shows the best indication of the 
attitude of the publoc towards the stock 
market. There is no short interest in 
St. Louis. The manipulative tactics do 
not exist here as in Wall street and St. 
Louis is perhaps the most natural mar- 
ket for securities on this continent. There 
is very little new Duying of securities 
and very little pressure to sell, for our 
local stocks have at last reached a point 
where they become attractive. Consid- 
ering the character of securities dealt in 
on the local exchange, they are the 
cheapest of all securities in any market 
and if one must speculate or make an 
investment, I believe the purchase of 
home securities at going prices wil] yield 
the best results.

STOCKS DECLINE SOME 





Cotton Quiet and Steadier Be- 
cause of Bank Holdings 
in London, 





NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—The Evening 
Post in its weekly review of the mar- 
kets says today: 

Wall Street—An increase of $18,776,000 
in loans, and a decrease of three-quar- 
ters of a million in cash, was today’s 
bank statement’s photograph of the 
money market’s position after. the 
week's stock exchange operations. 
There were, it is true, some other influ- 
ences at work. The accounts of a small 
bank, not hitherto in the Clearing 
House Association, were included for 
the first time today. That may pos- 
sibly have accounted for seven or eight 
millions of the loan expansion, and the 
loss in cash was undoubtedly caused by 
the Panama loan subscription, which re- 
sulted, even with the promised increase 
in public deposits, at subscribing insti- 
tutions, in_a considerable absorption of 
money by the treasury. 

But even allowing for these special 
causes, the statement was not strong. 
Outstanding loans are now at very 
much the highest figure of the year, 
and the hour is near at hand when 
cash reserves will be rapidly cut 
down through the normal harvest 
movement. Whether this outgo of 
c rrency to the’ West will be larger 
than “sual this year, or smaller, is a 
much-debated topic. The pace which 
interior tr. de activity keeps up, and 
the fact that, 'n the aggregate, we 
Shall have the iargest crops of our 
history to gather’cnd bring to mar- 
ket, would lead naturally to expecta- 
tions of extremely larye cash remit- 
tances. Probably this wil]. be the out- 
come, though in many quas‘ters it is 
contended that the heavy shimments 
of cash last spring to the Pavtte 
Coast, will make possible the provid+ 
ing for interior needs with less call 
than usual on New York. Assertions 
from Western banking centers that the 
West is now able and prepared to 
‘finance its own crop movement,” are 
taken with the usual grain of. salt. 
Bankers who make such predictions 
must be wholly ignorant of the nature 
and purposes of the shifting of re- 
serve money in this country. 


Stocks Decline ‘Somewhat. 


On the Stock Exchange the unfavor- 
able bank statement seemed to be ex- 
pected; its publication was both pre- 
ceded and. followed by declining 
prices. Trading was not particularily 


active on these declines, which, in 
fact, appeared to be wholly a sequel 
of professional realizing. Such read- 
justment of prices ought to have been 
a welcome sight, especially to those 
who wish the country’s finances to go 
through the coming season without 
disturbance. There are those, no 
doubt, among our Wall street celebri- 
ties; who propose to repeat last year's 
experiment and believe that it can be 
done. Perhaps it can; but undertak- 
ings of that sort—absorbing into 
Wall street speculation the _ capital 
sorely needed elsewhere—are bound, 
sooner or later, to meet the retribu- 
tion which their recklessness invites. 
The market closed weak, not far from 
the lowest prices. 

jrain—Lower price levels prevailed 
in all grain markets today, but more 
especially in wheat, which broke in a 
striking way as demand was light 
while offerings were heavy, prompted 
by large arrivals at interior points. 

The weakness in corn was’ mainly 
ascribed to reports. of beneficial rains 
in the West, although it is still dry in 
some places east of the Mississippi. 

At the decline there was a large 
business done in wheat for export, 
but shippers’ limits are too low on 
corn. 


Cotton Cuiet and Steady. 


Cotton—The cotton market was 
quiet today and a little steadier. There 
were no Liverpool markets today on 
account of the observance of the mid- 
summer bank holidays at London, and 
all the English markets will continue 
closed also on Monday. This has de- 
| prived the trade here of any knowl- 


‘edge as to how the foreigners have 
regarded yesterday's Government crop 
report, as it was not issued here un- 
til nearly an hour after the Liverpool 
markets had closed for these _holi- 
days. 

The heavy selling movement which 
broke down our market yesterday 30 
to 38 points during the late trading 
from the previous day’s closing turns 
out to have been largely the result of 
liquidation by some of the bull inter- 
ests, which have been the principal 
supporters of the market during the 
past month. and also to heavy Liver- 
pool and Southern selling, coupled 
with an aggressive bear raid. There 
was active covering of shorts by the 
old bear crowd during this break, and 
todav these interests were still more 
inclined to reduce thelr lines, and this 
buying furnished enough support to 
hold the market steady today and pre- 
vent further decline. In fact, some of 
the most aggressive bears were re- 
ported to be doubling up on the long 
eide for a turn on the theory that the 
market ought to have a good rally 
after so much Haquidation, and with 
such a large and scattered short inter- 
est outstanding. There was nothing 
else, however, to the market, although 
some brokers reported the most prom- 
inent operator as again a good buyer 
and supporter of the market.

As the market was very narrow, 
there being no buying power, it re- 
quired no very heavy volume of sell- 
ing to weaken prices. , 

The outlook in wheat, according to 
local professionals, continues bearish. 
Threshing reports from Kansas indi- 
cate a 90,000,000-bushel crop for that 
State. i 

Corn ruled higher on good cash in- 
quiry by shippers and lack of rain in 
points east of the Mississippi, where, 
it is reported, moisture is badly need- 
ed, September option was rather 
sluggish, the bulk of the trade being 
in May, which was quite active, sell- 
ing as high as 47%c on good buyin 
by commission houses, but weakene 
near the end in sympathy with wheat. 

The oats market was quiet, but firm 
throughout the week. There was @ 
good demand for cash oats at slightly 
higher prices, and the futures sym- 
pathized to a certain extent in the 
rise. At the close the advance was 
pretty well maintained.

Lighter Receipts Fail to Sus- 
tain the Market of 
 _ the Week. 


HOGS ARE ALSO LOWER 


Fat Sheep Advance While the 
Lighter Kinds Sell for 
Less Money. 


Receipts of cattle were , somewhat 
lighter at the Western markets last 
week. Total arivals at the six princi- 
pal Western points footed 150,900 head, 


against 162,900 the week previous. The 
supply at St. Louis was about the same, 
27,000 head, against 28,000 head of the 
week preceding. 

A very slow, draggy market was the 
rule on cattle the fore part of the week. 
Heavy receipts gave buyers an oppor- 
tunity to buy the best grades at 10@15c 
lower, while kinds below $5 went fully 
15@25c under the previous week. 

Top steers sold for $5.85 and weighed 
1126 pounds. The good to choice kinds 
went from $5@5.55; medium to good. 
$4.10@4.95; common to medium, $3.25@ 
4.10; choice to fancy yearlings, $5.20@ 
5.85; fair to good ones, $4@5.16. 

Trading on butcher cattle was also 
slow, but prices on the better grades of 
cows and heifers held nearly steady. The 
common cows on canning order were 
hard to sell at prices 15@25c lower, as 
local packers would hardly bid. A small 
lot of heifers made a top of $5.50; good 
to choice sold $4@4.60; medium to.good, 
$3.25@4; inferior to fair, $2@3.10. Choice 
to fancy cows sold from .75@ 4.25;

The courtmartial of Capt. Lewis M. 
Koehler, Fourth Cavalry, at the insti- 
gation of Major-General Leonard Wood, 
on the charge of “using intemperate 
language toward a superior officer,” 
promises mighty interesting develop- 
ments, 

Capt. Koehler was courtmartialed last 
January by order of Gen. Wood for 
making ‘‘malicious, vexatious and 
groundless” charges against Maj. Hugh 
L. Scott, Civil and Military Governor of 
the Jolo Island, where the Mount Dajo 
pattle occurred in March. 

Capt. Koehler charged Maj. Scott with 
incompetency and neglect of his duties. 
When the charges reached Gen. Wood, 
instead of appointing a court of in 
quiry, he suppressed them, and in turn 
Maj. Scott, who was in Manila at the 
time, made charges against Capt. Koeh- 
ler. The trial of Koehler was pushed 
when Maj. Scott was crossing the ocean. 

Just before Capt. Koehler filed the 
charges against Maj. Scott, Gen. Wood 
&ad recommended the Major's appoint- 
ment to Brigadier- -General, hoping to 
have him jump a long line of senior 
officers. It is said Gen. Wood was 
much put out with Capt. Koehler's 
charges against his favorite, and se- 
verely reprimanded Capt. Koehler. The 
latter appealed to the Secretary of War 
to set aside the findings of the court- 
martial.

Alton Woman Takes 4-Year- 
Old Orphan From Terre 
Haute Asylum. 


Losing hope of ever regaining posses- 
sion of the child over which she and 
Goldie Yell had a spirited contest a year 
ago, Mrs. George Reagan of Alton has 
adopted a pretty black-haired boy, 4 
years old, and has named him Howard 
Joseph Reagan. Several days ago Mrs. 
Reagan saw the boy, an orphan, in Terre 
Haute, Ind., where she was living, 
and got possession of him. Mrs. Reagan 
will move to Chicago Sunday evening. 

The Yell child, awarded to Goldie Yell 
in the St. Louis courts after Goldie Yell 
had proven that it was her own and had 
been left with Mrs. Reagan some time 
before, was kidnaped from Mrs. Rea- 
gan by Goldie. A long search was made 
before Goldie and the child were found in 
St. Louis. 

Dispatches from Terre Haute to the 
Post-Dispatch last night stated that 
the 4-year-old boy was taken from 
the Hose Orphan Home some time ago 
by Mrs. Reagan. The Reagans were 
iiving in Terre Haute at the time 
they adopted little Howard and were 
just preparing to move back to Alton. 
The Reagans obtained the child from 
the home after they had told the au- 
thorities that their wealth amounted 
to from $20,000 to $30,000, and they 
had property in Alton, St. Louis and 
Chicago. They had letters of recom- 
mendation to Supt. E. G. Alden of the 
home from-a priest in Alton, where 
Reagan is said to have once studied 
for the priesthood. 

Mrs. Reagan said in ‘Terre 
that she and her husband had never 
had any children of their own, but 
that they had one time adopted a boy 
and had grown greatly attached to 
him when his mother suddenly took 
him from them. In the language of 
Mrs. Reagan, it nearly broke their 
hearts to have to give up the child. 
She referred to the child taken from 
them by Goldie Yell. 

The boy adopted by the Reagans in 
Terre Haute is one of four little chil- 
dren taken to the home by a Germf&in 
working man in Terre Haute, unable 
to properly care for his children. The 
little fellow’s mother is dead. 

Little Howard Joseph has not been 
legally adopted, but it is expected 
that the Reagans will apply to the 
courts for legal adoption papers.

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THREE TIPPED PEACH LEAF 


ISCOVERY of freaks and the scientific cul- 
tivation of them at Shaw’s Garden in 5t. 
Louis, are responsible for the production 
—in part—of many most remarkable and inter- 
esting monstrosities of horticulture. Success at- 
tained thus far in aiding or diverting the processes 
of nature to make beautiful flowers of ugly ones, 
to relieve vines bearing pretty of 
thorny spines, to increase the size of small plants, 
to render others leafless, to change the coloring of 
still others, in fact, to help in the process of evo- 
lution in plant life wherever possib'e, is the out- 
come of experiments based upon theories advanced 
by the eminent botanist, Hugd de Vries of Am- 
sterdam, Holland. 

These theories are that man cannot create any- 
thing having life, that nature originates new cre- 
ations, but that man can combine characters in 
plant life by the use of chemicals, manures, soils, 
temperatures and coloring matter to produce or 
mature species in directions indicated by nature 
itself. 

In Shaw’s Garden a common sunflower will, it 
is expected, be made to attain a giant growth of 
24 feet in height, with one single flower of rare 
coloring drooping toward the sun at the very top, 
and with leaves of darker, richer green as large 
as a dozen ordinary sunflower leaves banked about 
the straight stem as large around as a year-old 
maple sapling. 

Some farmers have aided pumpkins to assume 
enormous growth and weight by feeding them 
with milk through the stem, but experiments at 
the garden, by the use of carefully selected manure 
and injection of certain chemicals, are expected

to yield the largest pumpkins ever known, A 
pumpkin which blossomed one day a few weeks 
ago, in the first two nights assumed the size of a 
football. Country swains and lasses cut their 
initials on milk-fed pumpkins, and‘a watch is be- 
ing kept at the garden that no joker may carve 
“18 and car fare” on the young experimental 
pumpkins.

and flower. 

The Jimson weed, a staple in the back yard of 
every village drug store, has been made to shed 
its spines and presents a coat perfectly smooth. 
The castor oil pod has undergone the same change. 

Above Alton and below Jefferson Barracks, on 
opposite sides of the Mississippi River, grows the 
trumpet vine, having a very attractive little flower 
much. resembling the pansy. . It is. of a bright 
orange color. The.normal flower has five petals, 
the abnormal. or monstrosity, shows more and the 
dwarf fewer petals. Isolation makes the continued 
production or reproduction by. its own seed pos- 
sible. 

The teasel plant is-a freak in-formation of leaf. 
The stem is twisted hy leaves: growing and pind- 
ing themselves closely around it. This plant, much 
like a thistle, was introduced from Europe, and 
is now being grown at the garden with a straight 
stem or as a freak. 

The many-headed poppy is.one of the most in- 
teresting new monstrosities, because of a change 
which has occurred in its functions for reproduc- 
tion.

recent report of Willis J. Moore, chief of the Weath- 
er Bureau. On that date there was sent out from 
Columbia to all portions of Missouri 24,394 fore- 
casts, while, if the ratio of increase between July 1, 
1904, and July 1, 1905, has been maintained between 
July 1, 1905, and July 1, 10906, over 200,000 forecasts 
are distributed today by rural! telephone lines alone. 
A conservative estimate of the number cf farmers 
receiving forecasts, either by postcard or telephone, 
is 50,900.

Even if this were the only way of getting the fore- 
casts to the rank and file of the people of the State, 
a splendid service would be done, bv* this is only a 
small beginning. Each day there are distributed 
weather forecasts to 17,000 rural telephone patrons 
in Missouri. On July 1, 1904, the number of tele- 
phone forecasts was but 1505. <A year later this 
number had increased to 17,000. What it is today 
no one can definitely say until the Government ‘re- 
port is issued. There is every reason to believe, 
however, that the number is considerably in excess 
of 50,000. 

The rural telephone companies have gladly taken 
hold and are co-operating with the Weather Bureau. 


They do not charge a cent for the service, either 
of the Government or of the patron. 

“When you pay $1 @ month for our telephone 
you get daily weather and market reports,” they 
advertise, and there are few farmers who can with- 
stand this offer. The weather and market reports 
are often what they have the telephone installed in 
‘heir house for. The telephone managers under- 
stand this and are only too glad to accommodate 
cheir patrons. It means money in their pockets 
and long before the summer is over it means mil- 
lions in the pockets of the farmer, 

Every morning by 9 or 10 o’clock, at the latest, 
practically every farmer in Missouri knows what 
the weather is to be for the next 24 hours, The 
Giovernment is now sending 70 telegraphic forecasta 
and warnings into this State alone. 

These are summarized and averaged at Columbia, 
ind with the local reports go to make up the fore- 
cast for the State, which, long before 9 o’clock each 
morning, is telegraphed or telephoned to the sub- 
station whence go out the posteards to city 
and country people and the bulletins to the hello 
girls at the rural telephone offices, Every weekday 
morning of the year, from 9 to 10 o'clock, the wires 
«. the telephone lines which encircle the State, 
crossing and reerossing..are buzzing with weather 
talk. 

Inside of an hour after Columbia has issued the 
forecast the farmer at Arcadia, at Cape Girardeau, 
at Independence and at Kahoka knows whetlfer he 
must send out emergency calls and get his wheat 
cut or his corn shocked that night; whether it will 
rain the next day and thus make it necessary to lay 
off the extra hands or whether the drouth will con- 
tinue, 

Every Saturday, long before noon, the pretty, 
rosy-cheeked girl in the kitchen knows whether the 
pienic for which she has planned all week will oc- 
cur tomorrow, as she hopes and prays; and she sings 
louder at her work and the work goes easier because 
all doubt is removed. 

Thé daily distribution of the weather forecast not 
only adds millions upon millions of dollars to the 
wealth of the State each year, it makes farm life 
more attractive and thus solves the problem of how 
to keep the young men at home, away from the 
cities, 

Farm life today is not at all what it was ten, or 
even five, years ago. It has been revolutionized and 
the interurban railway, the free delivery of mail 
and the rural telephone have brought about this 
revolution. The telephone is rapidly becoming the 
most important factor of the three. Chief Moore 
realizes this and said in his latest report: 

“The rural telephone lines are now the best and 
most economical means of distributing weather in- 
formation. The forecasts are quickly disseminated, 
cover a large territory, and at little or no expense to 
the Government. Through arrangements made be- 
tween the Weather Bureau officialgat Cleveland and 


Columbus and two of the great trunk 
lines, the daily morning forecasts are now avai 
for the use of more than 100,000 subseribers in € 
State of Ohio, and the records at hand indicate 
nearly one-half of that number are taking advantage 
of this opportunity to get the forecasts in : 
homes within a few minutes after their Sis anee - 
at the district center. 
“Officials of telephone companies operating 
in other states are rapidly signifying their 
to co-operate in this work, and it may be

A year ago Missouri distributed 17,000 forveeslat 
by telephone, but at the same time Iowa distributed 
66,000 and Illinois 113,000. These three states are 
the richest agricultural states in the nation. Mis-~ — 
souri has awakened to the fact that it must keep : 
its wealth producers in touch with conditions as well — 
as do its rival states. Therefore the confident belief — 
that the 50,000 people served today wil? be 100,000 
before another year is over. = 

The Government officials, ever on the alert to 
improve the service, are now considering a new 
scheme—nothing more or less than stamping the 
weather forecast, briefly expressed, on each letter, 
right alongside the postmark. “Clear, warmer,” or 
“Rain, colder,” could be stamped on each envelope of / 
card that goes out to the rural mail carriers, and ~ 
thus the forecasts would be distributed more gen- 
erally. Where there is not time to print and ad- 
dress a postcard before the carrier starts, or where 
this service has not been inaugurated, the a 
postmark forecast would be invaluable.

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UNICIPAL ownership of public 
utilities is now an accomplished 
fact tn at least one town in Amer- 

ca. Itts not a large town—it is not Chicago 
and few readers of the Sunday Post-Dts- 
patch, perhaps, have ever heard of it. But it 
has done more toward putting the theory of 
municipal ownership to a practical test than 
has been accomplished at any place this side 
of Glasgow on the East or New Zealand on 
the West. 

It has not alone entered the ordinary fields 
of supplying light and water, nor has it eve: 
stopped at street railway operation and own- 
ership. In addition to all these it has a mu- 
nictpally-owned bridge—a “free bridge” such 
as.St. Lowis 1s gust now so much interested 
init owns its schools and supports them in- 
dependent of State or county, and it owns u 
summer garden and a municipal racetrack. 


ONROE, is the name of this American experi- 
menter into New Zealand ways. It is a 
Louisiana town which had less than 6000 in- 

habitants according to the census of 1900, still it 
has not hesitated to try the most extraordinary 
theories of municipal government. Further than 
that, it has successfully carried out, or is now car- 
rying out, the most radical of these attempts and 
has passed the stage of experimentation. 

All this has not been accomplished without a 
great deal of work. ‘There has been plenty of 
Opposition at every stage of the municipal owner- 
ship:etampaign. People have yariously pronounced 
it’ socialistic, anarchistic, dangerous. 

Conservative property owners, when the plan of 
nitihicipalizing the public utilities first became ap- 
parent to them, threw up their hands and protested 
that they would be ruined. They even offered to 
sell out their holdings in Monroe, and gave out that 
they would leave the town and never come back, 

‘Not that these “conservatives” recognized the full 
import of the municipal ownership campaign from 
the first, for had they done so it is not unlikely that 
they would have carried their threats into execu- 
tion. As it is they have lived to see Utopian dreams 
become material facts. 

Property has advanced in value all about the town 
of Monroe, and since those who were obstructionists 
at the beginning were, with hardly an exception, 
heavy property owners, the upward tendency of 
yalues has been to their principal benefit. Some of 
them, in fact, have become converted through this 
means, to the municipal ownership theory. 

With such pronounced opposition as was at first 
encountered it naturally follows that the municipal 
ownership advocates at Monroe had a strong lead- 
er, else defeat would have been certain. That lead- 
er was A. A. Forsythe, now Mayor of the town,

Conservative property owners, when the plan of 
milinicipalizing the public utilities first became ap- 
perent to them, threw up their hands and protested 
that they would be ruined. ‘They even offered to 
sell out their holdings in Monroe, and gave out that 
they would leave the town and never come back, 

‘Not that these “conservatives” recognized the full 
import of the municipal ownership campaign from 
the first, for had they done so it is not unlikely that 
they would have carried their threats into execu- 
tion. As it is they have lived to see Utopian dreams 
become material facts. 

Property has advanced in value all about the town 
of Monroe, and since those who were obstructionists 
at the beginning were, with hardly an exception, 
heavy property owners, the upward tendency of 
values has been to their principal benefit. Some of 
them, in fact, have become converted through this 
means, to the municipal ownership theory. 

_ With such pronounced opposition as was at first 

encountered it naturally follows that the municipal 

ownership advocates at Monroe had a strong lead- 

er, else defeat would have been certain. That lead- 
er was A. A. Forsythe, now Mayor of the town, 

Mayor Forsythe was first elected in 1898, An era

In order to realize upon the tax thus voted Mayo- 
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Forsythe conceived the idea of issuing what he has 
called “certificates of payment”—bonds in everything 
except name—predicated upon the 10-year tax and 
other funds. He met with fierce opposition in this 
move, for the local “system” carried on a campaign 
against the legality of the “certificates of pay- 
ment” and came near frightening the money mar- 
kets into turning them down. 

Finally after the construction of the street rail- 


way had been delayed more than a year, the city’s, 


paper was negotiated and work on what was destined 
to be the first municipal railway in America was 
taken up. As soon as the street railway is finished 
work will begin on the City Hall. 

Part of the municipal street railway is now in 
operation. On the first Sunday that cars were run 
2480 passengers were carried. When complete it will 
have a trackage of six and one-half miles and will 
have cost $110,000. Everything—motive power, cars 
and trackage—is of the best. The rails are 60-pound 
steel. 

In connection with the municipal street railway 
the city has expended over $40,000 in the acquisition 
of a park, fair and amusement grounds two miles 
above the city on the Quachita River to which the 
‘ar line extends. It is known as Forsythe Park. 
There are over a hundred and thirty acres in the 
tract.

stand with a seating capacity of 2000, modern sta- 


bles and other conveniences are being constructed, 
The track will have perfect drainage and races can 
be run in two or three hours after a hard rain.

NE HUNDRED British schoolmasters and 
schoolma’ms will inspect the publie schools 
of St. Louis next winter. They will be en- 

tertained during their two-day stay in St, Louis by 
representatives of the educational institutions of 
the city. nA 

Several of the public schools, the High School, 
Washington University and probably the Christian 
Brothers’ College will be thoroughly inspected, A 
public reception for the British visitors is being 
planned and everything possible will be done to make 
the British cousins not only feel at home in St. 
Louis, but to carry away ~vmplimentary opinions 
of the people and schoo) system of this city. 

The idea of the visit is to teach British school 
teachers the work as it is being carried on so suc- 
cessfully in the public schools of St. Louis and other 
large cities. The man who is at the head of the 
movement long ago became convinced that American 
public schools are the best in the world.

in his fifty-first year and, being immensely wealthy, 
wants to do all he can for his country before old ages 
comés upon him. He is convinced that in the public 
schoo] system lies the strength and stability and 
superiority of the American nation and people. 

It was while Mr. Mosely was mining diamonds in 
South Africa, at which pleasant pursuit he became a 
multi-millionaire, that he became convinced of 
American superiority and learned its secret. He had 
a splendid opportunity to study both British and 
American engineers and. this was what he found: 
“British engineers were much inferior, They 
slavishly followed principles, They 
worked by rule of thumb. They lacked initiative. 
They showed inability in a sudden emergency to 
grasp the situation confronting them, Americans, 
on the other hand, were alert and up to date, instant. 
ly equal to any occasion that might arise.” 

Mr. Mosely was not long in learning the secret; 
“A visit to the United States convinced me that

the secret of this national luy in the 
American schools.” 

With this conviction and with the money to put 
his plans into practice, Mr. Mosely began the Amer- 
icanization of Great Britain. He began with tlie 
industrial class, and in the autumn of 1902 brought 
over a commission of trades unionists, whom he took 
all over America, showing them the superiority ot 
the American workingman and how education was 
necessary in every line of work. 

The following year—in October, 1903—he ‘rought 
30 education experts, known as the Mosely Ed- 
ucational Commission, over for a tour of the great 
cities of America, in the course of which St. Louis 
was visited by a portion of the commission. The 
mid-West, the far West, the North, the South and 
the East all were visited. After the return home 
and before his voluminous report was filed, Mr. 
Mosely gave out a statement, in which he plainiy 
announced that the schools of the Middle West had 
impressed him most favorably. 

“As a whole, the Middle West is more intense in 
matters of education than the other parts of the 
country. The schools of the Middle West are new- 
er than the Eastern schools and more modern, be- 
cause they have no traditions to get rid of. ‘There 
is an even greater thirst for knowledge there than 

‘elsewhere and money is spent to advantage.”

work in the country as a whole, Mr. Mosely poinved 
to two things that struck him the most forcibly: 
That the people of the United States spend 
their public 
schools, endowing education more lavishly than any 
other people in the world. 

“Second—They do not spend enough. The salaries 
of teachers are not sufficient for the service the 
country desires and should have.” 

The. fact that he put his two sons in a public 
school at New Haven, for preparation for Yale, 
showed more conclusively than any written report 
how superior Mr. Mosely found the American schools, 

-The fact that he now intends to send 500 British 
school teachers to see what he saw goes still fur- 
ther to prove how thoroughly Mr. Mosely was con- 
vinced. 

Beginning in November and lasting until March, 
a company of 100 British school teachers, men and 
women, will come to America and study the systems 
in all parts of the country. Each of the five parties 
of 100 each will arrive in New York and inspect 
the schools there. After that the ways of each 
party will separate. 

One party of 100 will travel South, visiting the 
schools of Atlanta, Columbia, New Orleans. Another 
will stay on the Atlantic coast, going from New 
York to Boston and New Haven, A third will cross

the continent to the far West and, beginning at Den- 





ver, will journey on to Los Angeles, Salt Lake City, 
Portland and possibly even riined San Francisco. 
A fourth will go to the North, and from Clevelaml 
will go to Detroit, and then cross the border into 
Canada and see there for themselves the solution 
of the religious puzzle which for so long has both- 
ered Erglish educationalists. 

The fifth party will proceed direct from New York 
to the Mississippi Valley, spending most of the time 
in St. Louis and Chicago. Everything of any pos- 
sible interest will be looked into and every American 
teacher that can be met will be interviewed. Class 
rooms will be visited, buildings inspected, all with 
an eye to patterning thereafter on the return home. 

Each memter of the five various parties will write 
a report, after the return home, and these reports 
will be collected in one general report which cannot 
but be of invaluable assistance to the cause of 
British education. . 

Already the rivalry to see who will be the lucky 
500 is on in earnest, A committee, which will be 
representative and will include members of the Na- 
tional Board of Education as well as the London 
County Council, will choose the 500. There is cer- 
tain to be heartburning, though, for a chance to see 
America under such favorable conditions is one that 
does not occur often in the average lifetime, 

Mr. Mosely’s hopes for the@uccess of the move- 
ment are set out in a statement which he has just 
made public. He says: 

“The form of education given in the United States 
is responsible for much of its success. I at once felt 
that not only must we investigate the educational 
system, but that our workmen should also see at 
first hand what is being done in America. In my in- 
dustrial commission a representative number saw 
for themselves and through their trade unions re- 
ported to their fellow workmen. | 











“The reports of my educational commission were 
such that I determined a representative number of 
teachers would also have to see for themselves. 
Hence the coming tour. They will learn more in 
their two weeks’ visit in the United States than 
they could by reading 20 volumes of reports, The 
Americans believe intensely in the education of the 
masses. : 

“Three striking features are: First, the large 
amount of money devoted to educational purposes, 
the magnificent buildings and the lavish equipment; 
secondly, the teachers are enthusiastic, and, thirdly, 
thtire is a thirst for knowledge shown by pupils of © 
all ages ehich is largely lacking in England. 

“The average American when leaving school is 


infinitely better fitted for a vocation and struggie — a 


In the words of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, ‘Education may not make a nation,

Georgia, Tennessee, Texas, North Carolina, South 


Carolina and Kentucky make the most extensive 
mse of their convicts in road building. These are not 
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the only states that thus use them, however. In 
most of them only those prisoners sentenced for a. 
short term are used, but in Alabama able-bodied 
prisoners under a sentence of two years may be 80 
employed, while in South Carolina the limit. is ex- 
tended to five years and in North Carolina to ten. 

According to the experience of North Carolina it 
is entirely feasible to so employ prisoners under a 
10 years’ sentence. Under such circumstances the 
road supervisors having charge of the prisoners ar- 
range that the long-term men may be put at work 
whereon their value will increase with their experi- 
ence. 

As an instance, if a piece of machinery requiring 
skill is to be used, one of the long-time*men in a 
gang is selected and put in charge of it. After a 
time he becomes proficient, and it not infrequently 
happens that skill thus acquired during his term ot 
service stands the prisoner in good stead when he 
is released, 

In some of the states, through an arrangement 


entered into with the prisoners, men confined in | 


Jail awaiting trial are worked on the road. In these 
cases the agreement usually is that if the men are 
not convicted when their cases come to trial the 
county is to pay them for their work at a price that 
has been arranged at first. If they are convicted, 
then the time they have spent working on the roads 
is deducted from their sentence.

While they are at work the 
prisoners do their own cooking, the food is purchased 
in wholesale lots and at competitive prices, and, 
owing to the exercise and healthy condition of the 
camps, the cost for medical attention is minimized. 

Objections have frequently been entered against 
working convicts on the road on the grounds that 
the convict is subjected to ridicule by passers-by 
and his animosities thus aroused.

most conspicuous of any Southern county in its suc- 
cess with convicts as road builders. As inany as 100 
to 150 convicts have frequently been employed in 
this county at one time. The county owns several 
road-building outfits, each consisting of a steam road 
roller, a stone crusher and engine, a road machine, 
scrapers, carts, wagons, mules, shovels, picks and 
other necessary tools. The entire road work of the 
county is under a general supervisor and each con- 
vict squad of ten to fifteen men is under a supervisor 
guard, 

The County Supervisor, who is also an engineer, 
reports once a month to the County Board of Super- 
visors and the board estimates the amount of road 
tax to be levied. 

A special tax by the County Commissioners for 
support of convict road builders is permitted in 
North Carolina. Mecklenburg County has over 100 
miles of macadam road as the result of her use of 
convict labor. Otlier counties in the South have 
done almost as well.

New Mechanical Sparring Partner. 


PARRING partners are no longer necessary to 
boxers or prizefighters in training, for Charles 
Lindsey of 58 Glen street, New Britain, Conn., 

has invented a mechanical boxer that hops about 

with more agility than a man and delivers as great 

a variety of as swiftly delivered blows as the most 

experienced of sparrers. The great advantage that 

this device possesses over the living boxer is that 
it never wearies, cannot be knocked out and never 
loses its temper. It delivers straight leads and 
counters and varies these with an occasional upper- 
cut which comes at the most unexpected moments. 

It does not give any warning of what kind of a 

blow it is about to deliver, for the familiar backward 

jerk of the best of boxers is entirely absent from its 
performance. Nor can its opponent dodge its blows 
by sidestepping, for on each side of him is a trap 


door connected with the base of the automaton im, 
such a way as to make it swing around and folloy 


the boxer as soon as the latter steps to one side. Th 
mechanical boxer is operated by an electric 
which works pulleys and crank shafts connected 
spring plungers which maké the arms move 
pendently and with life-like action.

ARMONY of color in dress is the greatest 

mark of good or bad taste in a woman. 

Many women know instinctively—feel, as 

it were—what colors look well together, but that 
there are hosts of women who have no such idea 
is painfully manifest to anyone of taste. An eye 
for color cannot be acquired any more than an ear 


for music, but knowledge of the. broad general 


principles upon which good taste is based is within 

the reach of everyone. A brief study of the dia- 

gram at the top of this page will help all but the 

color blind to avoid combinations so discordant 

that they shriek. | 

There are only three natural colors—blue, red 

and yellow—and these are called primaries; all 

others are combinations of these three, modified by 

the addition of black or white. Green is a mixture” 
of blue and yellow. Violet is a mixture of blue and 
red, Orange is a mixture of red and yellow. These 


six—blue, green, yellow, orange, red and violet— 


make up the rainbow and the spectrum of sun- 
light produced by a prism. The combination of all 
these colors in their pure form ,produces_ white.

cause it reflects the red rays -and absorbs ‘the blue 
and yellow. Grass is green because it reflects the 
blue and yellow rays combined and absorbs the 
red. A lily is white because it reflects all the rays, 
absorbing none. A raven is black becaufe its 
feathers absorb al) the light, reflecting none. 

It is the harmonious blending of colors that 
women need to understand before they can dress in 
good taste. Nature might be the guide, but there 
are comparatively few men or women who can 
understand nature. For instance—a woman sees 
a cornflower growing in a field of young wheat; 
ite azure blue harmonizes beautifwly with the 
green of the leaves and stallgp, and the woman 
jumps at™£he cOhlusion™ that she can ‘trim a 
green silk dress with blue ribbons! What it is 
that makes the blue and green fight upon her frock 
when they actually seem to love each other in the 
field she cannot understand. She does not realize 
that it is the form, the texture and the play of 
light and shade that make all the difference. 

In examining the accompanying diagram the 


reader will notice that the blue of the star points 
to the orange of the circle; the red of the star to 
the green of the circle; the yellow to the violet; 
the green to the red; the orange to the blue and 
the violet to the yellow. This is the simple law of 
contrasts. The color with which any other color 
contrasts is called its complementary, because the 
two together complete the perfect white ray. As 
white light is composed of three colors—blue, red 
and yellow—the one of these three that is missing 
from a combination of the other two is the comple- 
mentary. Thus: 

Blue is the complementary of orange (red and 
yellow). 

Red is the complementary of green (blue and 
yellow). 

Yellow is the complementary of violet (blue and 
red). : | 

In selecting colors to contrast with each other 
the rule is absolutely safe that complementaries 
always look well. 

An infinite number of combinations may be made 
of these three primary colors. Green may be bluish 
green or yellowish green, atcording as blue or 
yellow preponderates in the comifination. And as 
the tint is modified so is its complementary. Thus: 

‘Ifthe, blue be tinged with red, its complemen- 
tary, orange, will be yellower. . 

If the blue be tinged with yellow, its comple- 
mentary, orange, wil] be redder. 

If the red be tinged with blue, its complemen- 
tary, green, will be yellower. 

If the red be tinged with yellow, its complemen- 
tary, green, will be bluer. 

If the yellow be tinged with red, its complemen- 
tary, violet, will be bluer. 

If the yellow be tinged with blue, its comple- 
mentary, yiolet, will be redder. 


Effects of Colors on Each Other. 


There may also be a harmony of color that is 
based on the juxtaposition of colors that do not 
contrast, but that are kindred. Certain rules 
based upon the experiments and observations of 
Chevreul, the great French writer on color, whom 
al] the students of the great art centers of Europe 
take as their guide, may be cited in this respect. 
If complementary colors be placed together each 
simply intensifies the other; red makes green 
seem greener and green makes red seem redder. 


CHOO 
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If two primary colors or a primary and a second- 
ary color be placed side by side, as in a striped 
material, or one upon the other, as in a spotted 
fabric, each appears modified in hue, as if the com- 
plementary of the neighboring color had been add- 
ed to it. Thus, red, by being placed in contact 
with blue, appears to tend toward orange, while 
the blue appears to tend toward green. When red 
and yellow are placed side by sidé, the red ap- 
pears of a slightly violet tint and the yellow 
slightly green. 

If a dark color be placed beside a different but 


lighter color, the dark color appears deeper and 


the light color appears lighter. This is the result 
of contrast of tone. A color is also greatly modi- 
fied by gloss, as is shown by the plumage of birds 
and butterflies and by certain flowers. 

If two secondary colors be placed together each 
makes the other seem to lose a part of that pri- 
mary color which is common them, ‘Thus, 
orange with green. Both these colors have yel- 
low as an element in their composition, and they 


to 


lose sit, by being “placed ‘in contiguity; so the 


orange appears redder, the green bluer. 
‘Simple Rules. of Combination. 

‘Orange «with violet.” These two have red -in 
their’ composition; therefore the orange appears 
yellower and the violet bluer. 

Green with violet., The color common to these 
two is blue;- therefore the green appears yellow- 
er and the violet redder. 

When a secondary eolor is placed’ beside a sim- 
ple color which forms a part of it, a similar modi- 
fication appears to take place. Thus, if orange 
and red be placed together the orange loses its 
red and appears yellow, while the red becomes 
violet. 

When colors that are not complementary are 
associated the effect depends upon many cireum- 
stances. Yellow and blue are so dissimilar, the 
former. being luminous, the latter somber, that 
the contrast is sufficiently great to produce a 
favorable impression. If, however, the blue be so 
pale as to be luminous the effect is bad. 

Blue, placed: beside a bluish violet, loses its 
beauty by becoming greenish, while the orange it 
seems to add to the violet neutralizes the excess of 
blue and improves rather than injures it. If the 
violet be pure violet or reddish violet, the blue 
and the violet kill each other, because the blue 
looks green and the violet looks faded. 

A deep indigo blue and an equally deep red gain 
by contact; the blue, by losing its violet, becomes 
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pure blue, and the red by acquiring a little orange, 
becomes more vivid. 

White sensibly modifies any color placed in jux- 
taposition with it. The white takes on a faint 
shade of the color complementary to that used and 
makes the color appear brighter. It is a general 
rule that white brightens any primary color placed 
beside it, but its effect is not so good upon the 
componnd colors, and when blue or red is very 
deep the contrast is too great to be pleasing. 

Black which

more when viewed in contact than when 
alone, because the effect of the white light 
reflected by the black is more or less neutralized 
by the light of the white stripe. Black always 
lowers the tone of colors placed in contact with 
it, but the black is weakened and becomes dull 
when the contiguous eclor is somber because it 
absorbs a certain amount of the luminous com- 
plementary of the somber color.

When two colors do not look well toge 
separate. them with white.

In all ‘that has gone before nothing has. been 
said of lines that are combinations of more than 
two colors. - But there is an infinite variety of 
tints formed of three. For instance, olive is a 
green slightly mixed with red, and its complemen- 
tary is a red slightly mixed with green, a copper 
color, for instance. These hues, which are called 
“tertiary,” or “broken,” and are always more or 
less dull, but none the less beautiful, harmonize 
with their complementaries for purposes of dress 
even better than do the primary and secondary 
colors because in both are found all the three pri- 
mary colors, and the resultant effect is soft. Some 
of the more popular tints may be mentioned, as 
follows: 

Tan, an orange mixed with black. It contrasts 
begt with almost any shade of blue.
